The reiteration by the ARMy AND Navy JourRNAL of 
the statement that the voyage of the Battleship Fleet to 
the Orient is not a war parade but a peace cruise is 
bearing fruit in the editorial sanctums of our leading 
dailies. ‘To newspapers that may regard our opinion as 
clouded by professional bias, we commend the following 
editorial remarks by the Baltimore American: “It is 
plain to the commonest understanding that this [Battle- 
ship Fleet] demonstration has already had a powerful 
influence upon the politics of the world. Before it began 
and while it was on the first legs of its course we read 
much and heard much of Japanese ambition, and the up- 
permost thought in the minds of men was the possibility 
of a conflict between the civilizations of the Far East 
and the Far West. But under the smooth suriace of in- 
ternational suavity the facts boiled and in the end Japan 
invited the fleet to call and the invitation was accepted— 
and the war talk ceased. Did the United States mean to 
impress Japan? The official answer to this is positive 
and impatient denial, but Japan was impressed.” It is 
not necessary to suppose that Japan had any aggressive 
feeling toward this country to prove the peace-fostering 
effect of this cruise. Because one puts a lock on his 
door, he does not necessarily imply that his neighbors 
are thieves. He simply prepares for emergencies. In- 
deed, it may be doubted whether the fleet’s voyage would 
have done as much for peace if Japan had been in a hos- 
tile rather than in a friendly frame of mind. Then it 
might have appeared as a challenge; now it is only a 
legitimate and dignified expression of our national desire 
to send our warships to any section of the globe that ac- 
knowledges our governmental authority. If our readers 
will refer back to our article, ““Who’s Afraid,” published 
a year ago, June 22, 1907, they will see how accurate 
was our forecast of the results to follow the advent of 
our fleet of battleships in the Pacific. 





Answering an article that appeared recently in our 
columns, the Pittsburg Dispatch says: “It is not setting 
up a man of straw to conclude that when the evidence 
of present adequacy for defensive purposes is undisputed 
and indisputable the persistent effort for immense naval 
expansion looks toward an offensive policy. There is 
certainly foundation for that view when the Congres- 
sional and professional advocate of an immense navy 
has specified active interference in Asiatic politics as one 
of the functions of the United States with the big navy 
that he wants.” If our present “adequacy for defensive 
purpose is undisputed and indisputable,’ why are those 
who are best competent to judge as to this agreed, the 
President included, in emphatically asserting the con- 
trary. The Dispatch must be hard driven when the only 
evidence of aggressive policy it can cite is found in the 
speeches of Democratic Congressman Hobson. We con- 
tend that a strong Navy is a guarantee of peace, as is 
shown in the case of Great Britain. We challenge the 
Dispatch to cite any evidence in the history of the past 
century or more which shows the contrary. This is a 
mere repetition of a challenge we have made before and 
which has thus far been followed by dead silence. This 
constant babbling about military and naval preparation 
involving a threat of war grows tiresome when not a 
single fact is cited in proof: when, indeed, the facts 
show the contrary. 


Lieut. Col. George W. Goethals, C.E., U.S.A., chair- 





“man and chief engineer of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 


sion, has reorganized the administration work on the 
canal by abolishing the department of excavation and 
dredging and dividing canal construction work into three 
divisions, as follows: Atlantic division, in charge of 


Major W. L. Sibert, U.S.A., embracing all territory north 
of Tabernilla; Central division, in charge of Major D. 
Dub. Gaillard, U.S.A., embracing all territory north of 
Pedro Miguel to and including Tabernilla ; and the Pacific 
division, in charge of Acting Division Engr. S. B. Wil- 
liamson, embracing all territory south of and including 
Pedro Miguel. Under the reorganization each superin- 
tendent of construction will have direct supervision over 
the work of excavation and transportation in his district. 
Excavation on the Culebra cut on the Panama Canal 
is about one-half completed. A total of 47,045,426 cubic 
yards has been removed from the cut, while it is esti- 
mated that 39,652,822 cubic yards remain to be taken 
out. Of the amount already excavated 18,445,426 cubic 
yards was taken out by the French. Since the American 
government took charge of the canal work 28,600,000 
cubie yards has been removed. If the present rate of ex- 
cavation is maintained the cut will be completed in about 
three and a half years. Improved methods and modera 
equipment enable the Americans to take out in a single 
day forty per cent. more than the French were taking 
out in a month when we took charge. The grand total 
of excavation during the month of June was 3,060,307 
cubic yards, all of which except 165,316 cubic yards was 
taken from the Canal prism. This establishes a new 
record for excavation in the rainy season, being 356,384 
cubie yards more than the record for May, and 419,963 
eubic yards short of the highest dry season record, that 
of March, 1908. Compared with June, 1907, it shows an 
increase of 2,103,015 cubic yards. 

Assistant Chief Sanitary Officer Mitchell, of the Canal 
Zone, says that in May, 1907, the annual death rate 
per thousand for white employees was 18.34; in May, 
1908, the corresponding rate is 14.59. The rate for 
black employees in May, 1907, was 34.48 per thousand; 
in May, 1908, it is 8.72 per thousand. The rate for all 





employees, black and white combined, in May, 1907, was_ 


30.15; in May, 1908, the annual death rate per thousand 
is 10.44. These rates, it will be noted, all show a marked 
reduction, particularly those relating to the black em- 
ployees. Taking the total population of Panama, Colon, 
and the Canal Zone, we find an annual death rate per 
thousand in May, 1907, of 31.57; in May, 1908, of 20.87 
per thousand. This, it seems, is an extremely good 
showing for the results of sanitation during the year 
just passed. The reductions as compared with last 
year’s rates for the employees, Mr. Mitchell says, are 
principally due to a decrease in the number of deaths 
frdbm typhoid fever—two for this year, as compared 
with thirteen for last year—and from pneumonia, which 
gave eig&t deaths this year, as against thirty-three deaths 
for last year. All deaths from these two diseases this 
May were among the black employees.

The clerks of the Senate and House Committees on 
appropriations, Thomas and James C. Courts, have, in 
accordance with law, published a detailed statement of 
the appropriations of the late session. The details by 
bills are as follows: Agricultural, $11,672,106; Army, 
$95,382,247.61; Diplomatic and Consular, $3,538,852.72 ; 
District of Columbia, $10,001,888.85; Fortification, $9,- 
816.745: Indian, $9,253,347.87; Legislative, Executive 
and Judicial, $32,882,913.50; Military Academy, $845,- 
634.87; Navy, $122,663,885.47; Pension, $163,053,000 ; 
Post-Office, $222,970,892 ; Sundry Civil, $111,958,088.23 ; 
deficiency appropriations, $56,702,309.06; miscellaneous 
appropriations, $4,011,337.26; permanent appropriations, 
$154,194,295.12. Grand total, $1,008,497,543.56. In ad- 
dition to the above contracts to be paid for out of future 
appropriations have been authorized amounting to $49,- 
443,750. These include two first-class battleships, two 


- colliers, ten torpedoboat destroyers and eight submarine 


torpedoboats, including estimated cost of armament, $25,- 
700,000: naval station at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, $2,- 
100,000. New offices and employment created amount to 
16,824, and 6,142 were abolished. Of the net 10,682, 
costing $9,086,287.50, 6,000 are seamen for the Navy; 
809 are additional officers and enlisted men for the Ma- 
rine Corps, 24+ for the Revenue Cutter Service, 122 for 
the Medical Department of the Army, 50 for the Philip- 
pine Scouts, and 10 for the Military Academy. Analyz- 
ing the national budget we find that the amount paid for 
past wars in pensions is over seventy per cent. of the 
total provided for protection against future wars, and 
that the cost of the civil administration is about eighty 
per cent. of the cost of military preparation. The amount 
charged against the Post-Office is misleading, as most of 
it is returned in postage receipts.

Secretary H. F. Draper, of the New York State 
Branch of the Red Cross Society, makes vigorous protest 
in the New York Medical Journal against the use in 
hospitals of the Geneva, or red, cross, in violation of the 
rights of the society. He expresses the hope that “when 
people learn that the red cross is the common symbol of 
all Army hospital corps and auxiliary Red Cross socie- 
ties, which protects the sick and injured and the hospital 
personnel and material from attack in time of war, and 
that now, all over the world, it has come to cover and 
signify this special and official kind of protection, relief 
and prevention of sickness and injury in war, disaster, 
and pestilence, they will realize that it cannot be used 
loosely without having its usefulness seriously impaired.” 
The National Red Cross is not, as some imagine, a private 
and exclusive society. It is instead the whole people or- 
ganized for the purpose of preventing suffering and loss 
of life. One-third of the members of the central com- 





mittee are appointed by the President of the United 
States, the finances are audited by the War Department, 
and a report is annually made to Congress. It is linked 
with the Red Cross societies of forty-two other nations, 
whose total membership is upward of five millions. 
On Jan. 5, 1905, Congress passed an act making the 
use of the red cross a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine or imprisonment, or both. To show respect to the 
red cross symbol the Department of Charities and Belle- 
vue and the Allied Hospitals of New York, have changed 
from the red cross to the symbol of Aesculapius. While 
this is true, some barber shops and drug stores do not 
hesitate to use the sign that means so much to the armies 
of the world. This year the society has embraced the 
task of combating tuberculosis, which Secretary Draper 
deems its greatest mission. 
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“It will generally be conceded,” says the London 
Engineer, “that the scout is unsuitable for the other pur- 
poses for which we require cruisers, and we are face to 
face with a situation of our own making where, unless 
we accept limitations of some of the essential qualities 
of a cruiser, it has become practically impossible to pro- 
duce one of moderate dimensions. We have made the 
pace, other nations will follow, and it appears inevitable 
that large expenditure will be necessary in the future 
if we are to maintain our position.” The trend of de- 
sign for cruisers has been in the direction of increased 
displacements, and the main factor of that increase has 
been speed, which should not be less than twenty-four 
knots. This necessitates ample coal capacity; as to armer 
and armament experts differ. “‘When it is remembered 
that the vessels of the County class, with nothing more 
than six-inch guns, lightly armored, and with twenty- 
three knots speed, are of from 9,000 to 10,000 tons, while 
the Drake and her sisters, better armed, and of twenty- 
four knots speed, are cf 14,000 tons, it will be realized 
that the minimum displacement of the modern first-class 
cruiser cannot be much less than the last named figure. 
When this stage has been reached, it is an open question 
whether better value cannot be obtained for the money 
by further increasing the displacement by, say, 3,000 
tons, and so obtain the cruiser battleship carrying twelve- 
inch guns and attaining twenty-five knots speed.”

A church conference in Toronto, Canada, recently rec- 
ommended that the Dominion government be memorial- 
ized to have the sale and use of liquor banished from 
the military camps, the officers’ mess and drill halls; 
also that the parents of the conference be asked not to 
permit their sons to enlist in the volunteer forces until 
conditions in the camps are completely altered in this 
regard. In reply the Canadian Military Gazette sug- 
gests that the most ardent temperance man is no more 
desirous of sobriety in the camps than is any good officer, 
and good officers abound. “Nothing,” it says, “is so 
subversive of good discipline, nothing so impedes prog- 
ress in camps of instruction, as drunkenness, and since 
the good soldier, whether officer or private, desires to 
do his duty, it follows that the assertion that good militia- 
men desire sobriety in the camps as much as does any 
enthusiastic temperance reformer, is absolutely true. 
But canteen evils are much exaggerated. Whiskey and 
other strong liquors arg not permitted to be sold. The 
canteen is open only during a few hours of the day and 
always under rigid inspection. As a matter of fact there 
is surprisingly little drinking in the camps, and every 
year sees it grow beautifully less. An average country 
fair shows more drunks than a militia camp with 5,000 
men under canvas, and yet no one would suggest that 
a whole class in the community should boycott an agri- 
cultural exhibition.”

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Apart from its sentimental interest, says the Scientific 
American, in discussing the Pan-American Railway, the 
plan of connecting North America with the countries of 
Central and South America is destined to have an ex- 
ceedingly important effect in developing the Central 
American territory and in increasing the volume of com- 
mercial business between the Americas. Of the 10,400 
miles of railroad necessary to connect New York city 
and Buenos Ayres, only about 4,000 miles are yet to be 
completed, 400 of which are under construction. There 
is to-day a continuous stretch of railway communication 
from the latitude of Hudson Bay to the southern line of 
Mexico; and in South America there is unbroken rail- 
way communication from Buenos Ayres to the Bolivian 
border line. Also, in South America, work is being done 
on the connecting links in Colombia, Ecuador, Peru and 
Bolivia, while inter-oceanic lines are being constructed 
in Costa Rica and Nicaragua which, when the main line 
is completed, will act as important connections and 
feeders.

The resolution adopted at the Independence Day cele- 
bration in Manila in favor of admitting the products of 
the Philippine Islands into the United States free of duty 
strikes the Picayune of New Orleans as presumptuous, 
since the demand is avowedly based on the assertion that 
the Philippines are entitled to same treatment that is ac- 
corded to Porto Rico. “The comparison with Porto Rico 
is not a happy one for the reason that the Porto Ricans 
have from the start welcomed American rule and have 
accommodated themselves to their status as an American 
colony without protest or regret. The Filipinos have 
never acquiesced in the American domination. They 
have openly rebelled and even since they were subdued 
they have persevered in demanding independence,” 
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Discoursing on the subject of wise investments, Money 
has something to say which may be of service to our 
readers. The only investment which creates a fixed and 
absolutely certain income with no risk to principal is, we 
are told, in the bonds of the U.S. Government. To-day 
they are the highest priced security in the world. “Next 
in security to government bonds come state and munici- 
pal bonds, which, according to the state or city issuing 
them, give a return of from three to six per cent.—few 
of them netting more than four per cent. Following 
these closely in point of security are the first mortgage 
bonds of the older first-class railroads, like the New 
York Central, the Lake Shore, the St. Paul.and the 
Great Northern. Pretty close to these are the bonds of 
water works, and the long established street railways. 
The bonds of newer enterprises in these same lines are 
regarded as fairly secure and net in the neighborhood of 
five per cent. The general rule is that as the absolute 
known stability and safety of the investment decrease, 
the rate of income increases.” As to the speculative en- 
terprises which are constantly appealing to our readers 
for investment “Money” says very truthfully: “Thou- 
sands of investors pay their money for stocks without 
really knowing anything about the business in which 
they are buying a share. They buy simply on general 
impressions, or upon the recommendation of somebody 
who may know just as little about it as they do. In 
other words, they go it blind. These investments should 
not be made carelessly. There are several things that 
should be considered in every case. Most important is 
the character of the enterprise itself. Is it in a line 
which if successful would be highly profitable? Is it in 
a line in which successes have been made with reasonable 
ease? Is it something that is likely to prove permanent? 
Is its success likely to come from intrinsic and superior 
merit? Or mnst it depend largely on management? Is 
the control of the proposition and its management in the 
hands of men who are known to be competent and experi- 
enced? In the event of the withdrawal of these men, by 
death or otherwise, could they be readily replaced? Js 
the share in the business offered to the investor in fair 
proportion to the money he is expected to put in?” How 
the average investor is to answer these conundrums this 
sage adviser does not tell us. To those who have no one 
to consider but themselves an excellent form of invest- 
ment is a life annuity in some sound insurance company. 
This is especially valuable to persons advanced in years 
who can by means of an annuity get a high interest on 
their money. An officer who is insured a support for 
himself during his life time and who has no children 
present or in prospect can make provision for a wife by 
means of an annuity. 





Without intending any reflection upon the advance of 
surgical science, Capt. Walter D. Webb, Med. Corps, U. 
S.A., holds that the drop in percentage of mortality in 
the case of abdominal gunshot wounds since the Crimean 
War is due less to the methods of treatment than to the 
small caliber of the bullets and the better surroundings 
and conditions of the patients, after the injury. In the 
Spanish-American War the mortality was 62 per cent., 
while in the Crimean War and in the Civil War the 
mortality was from 92 to 87. In the Crimea the French 
mortality was 91 per cent. and the English 92. These 
views of the Army surgeon were brought out in the 
course of a discussion before the Post-Graduate Alumni 
Association of a paper on “Gun-shot Wounds of the Ab- 
domen,” by Dr. W. P. McAdory, of Birmingham, Ala., 
who took a stand against the universally adopted opin- 
jon among medical men that in cases of gun-shot wounds 
in the abdomen quick operation on the patient should be 
had by the first surgeon who came along without regard 
to competency or experience. He laid down four proposi- 
tions: First, that any teaching which justifies a tyro in 
doing this class of operation is pernicious; that the 
competency and experience of the operator are necessary 
factors in the recovery of the cases operated on; that 
the danger from hemorrhage is after the abdomen is 
opened, and that the thoroughness of the work done at 
the time of operation is the chief factor in the determi- 
nation of the results when cases are operated on. Dr. 
Webb pointed out that “the methods of treatment in the 
Army for abdominal gun-shot wounds are conservative 
at present. It is out of the question to operate on the 
abdomen while on the firing line or even in the dressing 
stations and field hospitals. Where a hospital has been 
located for some time and is well established it might be 
possible to open the abdomen, but the general military 
surgical treatment in the field must be conservative. In 
the base hospitals, where there are all modern facilities, 
it is the custom of most military surgeons to operate on 
gun-shot wounds of the abdomen.” ‘The discussion is 
reported in the Post-Graduate for July.

The opinion that dishonesty in business is a character- 
istic of the Japanese is not approved by George Trum- 
bull Ladd, who discusses this alleged weakness of the 
Orientals in an essay on the “Business Morals of Japan” 
ix. the July Century. As to the oft-heard statement that 
the Japanese are so wary of one another that places of 
confidence in the banks of Japan are held by Chinese, 
Mr. Ladd says, “I have never seen or heard of a Chinese 
employee in any responsible position in a Japanese 
bank.” In respect to the sanctity of business contracts, 
Mr. Ladd freely acknowledges that not all Japanese are 
beyond reproach, but asks whether something must not 
be allowed for failure on both sides to understand each 
other’s language and methods of doing business. -As to 
the frequent impositions of smal] traders and bazaar- 





keepers, Mr. Ladd asks whether the globe-trotter is not 
systematically imposed upon by tradesmen the world 
over. He might well call attention to the practice prev- 
alent in America as elsewhere of raising prices some- 
times almost to prohibitive heights when a large conven- 
tion like our national quadrennial gatherings or other 
attractions draw many visitors to a city. Only of late, 
Mr. Ladd says, have the samurai, or “men of honor,” 
taken up business, trading hitherto having been left to 
men of lower caste. Now that the high-bred natives are 
going into commerce they are giving a loftier tone to 
business methods. On the same subject J. H. De Forest, 
writing in the Independent on “The Moral Greatness of 
Japan,” says: “The charge that the Japanese are a 
spying and treacherous people is never made by anyone 
who can converse in their language and read their litera- 
ture. The greatest barrier that exists between the mil- 
lions of the East and the millions of the West is the lan- 
guage, and the Japanese language is confessedly the most‘ 
difficult on earth to master.” 

The interest shown by Hon. Richard Wayne Parker, 
M.C., from New Jersey, in the militia of his state offers 
an example to other members of Congress. As a superb 
horseman, a veteran officer of the National Guard and a 
friend of the Army, Mr. Parker should have been a wel- 
come visitor to the Pine Camp, as he no doubt was. The 
present is Mr. Parker’s seventh term in Congress and his 
intelligent advocacy of Army interests has won for him 
the regard and respect of the Army. He is a member of 
the Committee on Military Affairs of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and is a brother of Col. James Parker, 11th 
Cav., U.S.A. He is a graduate of Princeton and of the 
law school of Columbia. We are glad to see that the 
Governor of Delaware has decided that it is his duty to 
spend the week in camp with the militia as he has done 
heretofore, instead of going to Cincinnati to notify ex- 
Secretary Taft of the fact, which he has no doubt al- 
ready learned from his reading of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, that he has been nominated for the Presidency 
by the Republican National Convention. The Governor 
is the Delaware member of the notification committee ap- 
pointed at the convention. He has given his proxy to 
T. Coleman du Pont, the Delaware member of the Re- 
publican national committee, which will be in session in 
Cincinnati at the time, and General du Pont will repre- 
sent the Governor at the notification. 
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The Havana Telegraph is of the opinion that the 
American soldier in Cuba has been kept too much in the 
background during this period of pacification, and that 
a few more such athletic meets as that recently held in 
Marianao, if held at the different posts throughout the 
island and particularly a couple of months before relin- 
quishing contro] to the Cubans themselves, would impress 
the macheteman with the idea that the United Sates sol- 
dier can not only make time on the hike, but that he is 
extremely handy with gun and saber, and then “when 
Pino Guerra comes home and tells of the millions and 
millions of rifles and rounds of ammunition he saw at 
Rock Island, at Watervliet, Springfield and elsewhere, 
and of the great numbers of soldiers at the maneuvers at 
Riley, Leavenworth and Chickamauga, very likely the 
commanding general of the Cuban regular army will 
bring back the opinion that the population of Pinar del 
Rio might have a pretty difficult time in whipping the 
United States. In this peaceful way let the efficiency 
of the American soldier be made known to the Cubans— 
it may prevent bloodshed when the army comes back 
again.”

When Mr. Asquith made his original budget speech 
in the British Parliament, advocating an old-age pen- 
sion, he put the cost at $30,000,000 a year. It is stated 
that 572,000 persons have already accepted the condi- 
tions for pensions and that the total may rise to $37,- 
500,000, which is twenty-five per cent. above Mr. As- 
quith’s figures. But it will not stop there. Great 
Britain has 1,414,000 paupers, seventy years of age and 
over, and these, it is discovered, will be able to profit by 
the pensions. So already the cost has risen above $50,- 
000,000 a year. And the end is not yet. The House cf 
Lords on July 20 passed the second reading of the old- 
age pension bill, thus insuring its becoming a law. 








The 71st Company, C.A.C., has again distinguished it- 
self in marksmanship. This company at target practice 
at Fort Casey, Washington, on June 24, 1908, made one 
hundred per cent. of hits at a 30-foot target which was 
moving at the rate of 7.6 miles per hour at a mean range 


of 5,492 yards. This practice was held at ten-inch rifles 
on disappearing carriages at Battery Worth, Fort Casey, 
Wash. The series of six shots was fired in a little over 
five and one-half minutes. This is the second practice 
within the last six months in which the 7ist Company, 
C.A.C., has made one hundred per cent. of hits. The 
excellence of the work of the 7ist Company, C.A.C., 
in this practice attesting a careful and thorough per- 
formance of duty, the Chief of Coast Artillery has recom- 
mended special commendation of the officers and men 
of the 7ist Company, C.A.C. Capt. Granville Sevier, 
Coast Artillery Corps, commanded the 7ist Company on 
the occasion of this practice. 





Our Army medical men who are grappling with the 
insect theory of disease-breeding will find food for inves- 
tigation in the anti-gnat campaign begun in certain parts 
ef the West Indies. It was noted that Barbados, alone 
of the Antilles, is free from malaria, and that there are 
no gnats in Barbados. The absence of gnats was ascribed 
to the presence in the waters of Barbados of fish called 
“millions,” which eat the gnat larvae. Adopting this 
view the Jamaicans and others have imported these fish, 
gnats have vanished, and the local scientists are waiting 
for the disappearance of malaria. Fish before now have 
been used with great success in the destruction of in- 
sects. In Africa they are used to lessen the ravages of 
swamp fevers, and recently an Italian fish with a pro- 
nounced appetite for mosquito larvae has been placed in 
the pest breeding waters of New Jersey, following suc- 
cessful use of them in ridding the Roman Campagna of 
its insects. 
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In explanation of Cir. 54, W.D., June 29, 1908, pub- 
lished July 4, page 1215, we would state that Corpl. W. 
W. Sibert, General Recruiting Service, is in charge of 
the auxiliary recruiting station at Fairmont, W. Va., 
and it was upon his evidence that applicant H. F. Goff 
was convicted of obtaining board, lodging and transpor- 
tation with no intention of enlisting, and sentenced to 
one year at hard labor. Lieut. W. A. McDaniel, 15th 
Inf., in whose district this case came up, prosecuted Goff 
in order to put an end to the practice at some auxiliary 
stations of men applying for enlistment in the Army, ob- 
taining board and lodging for several days and then 
sneaking away just before the visit of the recruiting offi- 
cer. He has secured the indictment by the Grand Jury 
of another man for the same offense, whose case will 
come up at the next term of the Federal Court. 
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Among officers and men who have served in the Philip- 
pines there is a responsive interest in the news coming 
from the islands that the Episcopalians there and at 
home have raised a fund and bought in Germany a fine 
group of bells, nine in number, weighing 7,688 kilos, to 
be placed in the belfry of the cathedral at Manila, where 
Bishop Brent presides. All the bells are dedicated to the 
memory of American soldiers who have lost their lives 
in the islands. The largest bell has the following in- 
seription: “In Memoriam: The officers and men of the 
United States Army who died in the Philippines. Given 
by their comrades.”

Japan is rapidly making arrangements for the build- 
ing of two additional battleships. The keel of one will 
be laid at Yokosuke during July, and the keel of the 
other at Kure before the end of the year. The displace- 
ment of these ships will be 20,800 tons, their speed 
twenty knots, their armor twelve inches, and their prin- 
cipal armament twelve 12-inch guns. The old Fuso, the 
second battleship upon the Japanese naval list in point 
of antiquity, has been condemned to become a target for 
gun practice. 








M. R. Campbell, of the U.S. Geological Survey, esti- 
mates that we will be able to send our fleets around the 
world a good many times without materially lessening 
our stock of coal in the mines of Pennsylvania, where, 
according to his caleulations, of an original supply of 
twenty-one billion tons of anthracite and 112,754,- 
000,000 tons of bituminous, we have used up but four 
and two and a half billions respectively. In four hun- 
dred and ninety years, however, we must look elsewhere 
than in the Keystone state for fuel. 
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Much is heard of the virtues of boiled water and sol- 
diers whose drinking has been confined to that have been 
often hailed as possessing exemption from many diseases. 
In the Western Medical Journal Dr. J. H. Voge, of 
Oconomowoc, Wis., condemns boiled water as “repulsive 
and non-refreshing, and as drinkable only when good 
natural water is unobtainable.” 
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A correspondent says: ‘Kindly allow me to suggest 
the necessity for having and stering a hand-lantern for 
each chief of detachment and gun commander of Coast 
Artillery. It is needed for rolls and night drills and 
might be kept in the emplacement tool room with the 
gun pointer’s lantern. The arc light is inadequate be- 
hind all the mortars.’ 
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Capt. E. H. Johnston, Corps of Engrs., West Point, 
N.Y., has designed and just issued a new type of target- 
book, which contains many entirely new and useful fea- 
tures.

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PREPARING FOR AERIAL WAR. 

With -prominent business: men talking about organiz- 
ing and incorporating’ a company to manufacture and op- 
erate aerial devices and to establish aerial routes for the 
transportation of freight and passengers in the United

is approaching a reality, and the dreams of Army enthu- 
‘siasts. in air navigation that the fate of nations soon will 
be decided in- the blue battlefields of the sky may be 
hearer coming true than one imagines. Already devotees 
ef. that style of warfare are indulging the hope that in 
next December’s. War Department budget will be a rec- 
ommendation for a substantial appropriation for con- 
structing a fleet of dirigibles on the order of the large 
machines authorized by the French and the German gov- 
ernments,’ Experts in the Signal Corps who;are observ- 
ing what is being done abroad and studying the prob- 
lems at home are firm in the belief that before long air- 
ships will play a most important part in coast defense. 
There are not wanting devotees so sanguine as to main- 
tain that the investment of $10,000,000 in airships of the 
Zeppelin pattern, stationed at various points along the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts, like Portland, Me.; Boston, 
New York, Norfolk, Charleston, Mobile, Bremerton, San 
Francisco and San Diego would be of greater protective 
value to the country than the largest Dreadnought that 
could be built. Warships, it is held by the aerists, 
are at a serious disadvantage when in conflict with 
an airship which might in the night drop down noise- 
lessly to an altitude of from five hundred to eight hun- 
dred feet and open fire with high explosive grenades, ca- 
pable of sending the largest battleship to the bottom. A 
-dirigible necessary for such a night assault should be able 
to carry from twenty to forty of the 30-pound high explo- 
‘sive shells; but for operations in the air they would not 
need to be made of steel, but might be simply of ordi- 
nary wooden casings with a load for directing the momen- 
itum of the shot. 

It is true that the United States has entered into a 
one-sided agreement not to drop high explosives on war- 
ships, but this country is the only great power that 
has signed this agreement, and it is also an agreement 
that if an airship is attacked or fired on it may 
then make any sort of combat it pleases. Last Oc- 
tober this agreement was made at The Hague and in 
March this year the U.S. Senate ratified it, but with 
‘provisos that make it doubtful whether it would long 
survive the necessities of actual war. Military re- 
ports from abroad state that France and Germany are 
exceedingly anxious over their balloon defenses, neither 
country being willing to neglect this line of military prep- 
aration and allow the other to gain any advantage what- 
ever. It is said that Japan has already invested in dirigi- 
bles and that in case of a war between that country and 
the United States, which is now a most substantial im- 
probability, the Japanese aeronauts would make a land- 
ing and quickly construct dirigibles for operations on our 
fieets and land forces. 

There are, however, numerous experiments that should 
be worked out before we can reach a positive degree of 
reliance on such a form of attack or defense. For in- 
‘stance, it is not at this time known just what the 
effect would be on the dirigible itself of the explosion of 
a 30-pound or a 60-pound high explosive shell dropped on 
‘a battleship from an altitude of anywhere from five hun- 
dred to one thousand five hundred feet. There is also the 
matter of marksmanship, effect of air currents, movement 
of the dirigible at the time of firing, the direction of either 
battleship or dirigible and a great variety of similar 
problems. Years of painstaking work would be required 
to attain anything like practical skill in such a form of 
fighting. It seems therefore that there is weight in the 
claim that is advanced that a beginning should be made 
before long in a substantial and workmanlike manner. 

All Signal Corps officers stationed in Washington and 
at Fort Myer will act as a board when tests of dirigibles 
and heavier than air machines are made, The board on 
dirigibles will consist of Brig. Gen. James Allen, Major 
George O. Squier, Major Edgar Russel, Capt. Charles 
S$. Wallace, Ist Lieuts. Frank P. Lahm and Benjamin 
D. Foulois. When heavier than air machines are tried 
1st Lieut. Thomas E. Selfridge, 1st Art., will be added 
to this board. 

Work has begun at Fort Myer on the Baldwin dirigi- 
ble. Captain Baldwin will make use of quarters at 
the fort to put his machine together, and will install 
there a small plant to make hydrogen gas. Many people 


flock over to the fort daily to see a possible flight, but it © 


is said that it will be three or four weeks before the 
whole machine will be in readiness for travel. Lieuts. 
Frank P. Lahm and B. D. Foulois are in charge of 
preparations for the proposed tests. They have a squad 
«of ten men of the Signal Corps at work on various ap- 
pointments for the trials. A large balloon tent will be 
set up for Captain Baldwin to house his machine in. 
‘The courses over which the flight is to be made are being 
surveyed, and arrangements are in progress to have ob- 
servers stationed at available points to take notes and 
report on the details of the flight. Automobiles will also 
be used to follow the dirigible. There are two courses 
likely to be followed. One is five miles out to the north- 
west to Tenallytown, which would make it necessary to 
cross the Potomac and rise over a high line of hills that 
at the greatest elevation are five hundred feet above the 
river. The other leads to the west to Falls Church, Va. 
This would be entirely overland, and the country is for 
the most part level. The Baldwin dirigible will carry 
two men, one to work the machine and the other to be 
available for military reconnoissance. The machine must 
be up in the air an hour or more and make a speed of 
eighteen miles an hour. 

Both Army and Navy will follow closely the Fort 
Myer tests and it is predicted an aerostatic corps will be 
organized in the Navy as one of ‘the results of the experi- 
ments. Among the Navy enthusiasts in aerial navigation 
popular report places Rear Admiral C. M. Chester, of 
the Bureau of Equipment. Lieut. Robert Henderson, 
of the U.S.S. Missouri, is said to have made experiments 
with the gyroscope with the idea of applying the princi- 
ple to airships. There are two kinds of airships at pres- 
ent which are dividing the attention of students. They 
are the gasbag and the heavier-than-air type. In both, 
however, the old haphazard flight at the mercy of wind 
currents has been discarded and dirigibility is a funda- 
mental factor. At this moment Brigadier General Allen 
and other officers of the Signal Corps are credited with 
a preference for the balloon dirigible, while prominent 
aeronauts, impressed by the work of Farman and Dela- 
grange, of France, and the Wright Bros. of Ohio, look 
to the aeroplane for the final solution of the puzzle of 
human imitation of the birds. However, so rapid are the 
changes in this comparatively new field of experimenta- 





tion that an apparently decided opinion to-day may give 
place to just the opposite view to-morrow. 

Some objection has been made to the scene of the Fort 
Myer’ tests. as being too hilly and too wooded for suc- 
cessful -ascents and descents, and it is noted that aero- 
plane inventors in Europe chose level grounds, while the 
Wrights selected the sand dunes of North Carolina. On 
this point General Allen is quoted as saying that an air- 
ship that cannot fly over trees or rise several hundred 
feet in the air would be of no value to the Army. The 
tests at Fort Myer will not be of a competitive nature. 
They will be held to determine whether the bidders have 
earried out all the requirements of the contracts. Each 
inventor will be entitled to make three flights, and it will 
not be necessary for him to fulfil all the requirements in 
each of the three flights, just so the requirements are 
fulfilled during those flights. If he makes the required 
speed in one flight, he can fulfil the endurance test in 
another flight.’ 

Much interest attaches to the prospective coming of 
Farman, of France, with his aeroplane. As France has 
been active in the aeroplane world, her best representa- 
tive will receive a hearty welcome at Fort Myer. In 
Germany airship development has reached a point where 
gunners are practicing on target balloons. During a ses- 
sion of night practice by a machine gun corps of the 
army near Augsburg, Germany, on July 16, the gunners 
were ordered to train on a target balloon which had been 
sent up during the day and was floating far above and 
to the left of their point of encampment. The balloon 
was brought down at the first volley.. The test was made 
for the purpose of ascertaining what chance an army 
would have of opposing a hostile balloon corps which 
came near enough to their camp to drop explosives into 
their works. In the international balloon race in Ber- 
lin about the middle of October next, Lieutenant Lahm 
will be one of the American representatives. He won the 
cup prize in this race in 1906 in Paris. Last year this 
contest was held in St. Louis, Mo. : 

Russian military engineers propose a $25,000 prize for 
a heavier-than-air machine in a competition for war bal- 
loons. 

A news despatch from London, July 17, reports that 
the Krupps have bought all the rights outside of Sweden 
of Unger’s aerial torpedo, and the torpedo, “one of the 
deadliest instruments of destruction yet invented,” will 
be introduced in the German army and navy, which 
“will thereby possess the most effective equipment of any 
army or navy in the world except the Swedish.” After- 
a test the British War Office declined to buy the rights 
on the ground that it did not think the torpedo would be 
of especial advantage in warfare. 

The inventor of this torpedo is Colonel Unger, of the 
Swedish artillery, who was formerly connected with th: 
Nobels. The Berlin despatch says: ‘‘Among other claims, 
it is stated that the torpedo can be fired without noise 
and that it causes no recoil. The machine from which 
it is fired can be placed in position much more rapidly 
than field artillery. The projectile is directed by a tur- 
bine with remarkable accuracy. It is especially adapted 
for being thrown into a fort or on the deck of a battle- 
ship, either of which it will destroy completely.” 

According to the Scientific American, which may he 
considered to have more than a passing interest in air- 
ships since an aeronautical trophy has been offered by 
it, our Army officers who are working so hard to develop 
practical military airships are laboring for high seats in 
The Hague Peace Tribunal, for our erudite contempo- 
rary can see in aerial navigation only the end of war. 
“Successful strategy.” it says, “is possible only when 
the movement of troops can be clouded under a veil of 
close secrecy. Secrecy, indeed, is the very soul of 
strategy.” In the system of airship scouting it reads the 
destruction of secrecy and consequently of strategy. ‘It 
thus concludes: “It certainly looks as though the pres- 
ent rapid development of aeronautics would reduce mod- 
ern war to something very much like an absurdity; un- 
less, indeed. some form of gun of small weight, great 
velocity. and capable of being trained rapidly over wide 
areas of the heavens be devised, that can ‘wing’ an aero- 
plane at several thonsand yards.” This is the sort of 
prophecy with which “scientific” civilians. have been 
greeting the successive changes in the art of war since 
the invention of gunpowder, but war appears to con- 
tinue in spite of them. According to our recollection 
just previous to the war between Russia and Japan, 
some astute “scientist” succeeded in demonstrating to his 
own satisfaction that war was no longer possible because 
of its increased deadliness and its expense. The war in 
Manchuria demonstrated that, estimating by percentages, 
war is now far less deadly than ever before. 
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IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Advices of July 20 state that Lieut. Guy Burr, Phil- 
ippines Constabulary, who was wounded July 10 in an 
attack on outlaws at Cota, on the island of Mindanao, 
has died from his wound. Lieutenants Burr and Whit- 
ney, commanding a detachment of constabulary, stormed 
Cota, which was occupied by the outlaw Uyan. Four- 
teen of the outlaws were killed and two more were cap- 
tured. 

A member of the municipal board of Manila, Mr. P. 
G. MeDonnell, who has been investigating municipal 
governments while on his vacation, finds the simplicity 
and efficiency of administration of Manila’s affairs diffi- 
cult to match. He also finds such a similarity between 
the history of Egypt and that of the Philippines that 
pages of the former could well be used for the chronicles 
of the islands, he states. 

Investigations made by order of the Governor General 
show that in the island of Cebu fully seventy per cent. 
of the people, Chinese and Filipinos, are users of opium. 
The Board of Health has about given up the struggle to 
stamp out the evil, as so few of those who are discharged 
from the hospital as cured keep their promise to abstain 
from the use of the drug. Some of them go to the hos- 
pital only to escape a term in jail for breaking the law 
against selling or giving away opium. 

Reports from Moro province, which has come to be 
called the “promised land,” “the white man’s country,” 
are to the effect that here we are to find everything boom- 
ing, hemp thriving and double the output promised for 
next year and prices still profitable, the first yield of 
cultivated rubber about to be tapped, good roads being 
built, labor sufficient and efficient, the natives learning 
the white man’s methods of cultivation, the revenue of 
the province jumping at the rate of P. 100,000 a year, 
Pavao an open port and a big new wharf and direct 
steamship communication promised with Singapore, New 
York and intermediate ports. The rubber industry is 
new here, the number of plants now owned being 20,000, 
and if the enterprise proves successful here it will mean 
extensive cultivation elsewhere in the archipelago. In 
Palawan province, some 30,000 rubber seed have been 
distributed among the land owners. 

For good roads in the Philippines the legislature ap- 


propriated. 1,500,000 pesos, of which 30,000 pesos will 
be set aside for premiums to be awarded the provinces 
making the greatest progress in constructing and main- 
taining good highways. 

. Philippines Gossip, discussing the cry for the restack- 
ing of the islands with carabaos, 100,000 of them at an 
expense of 10,000,000 pesos, states a preference for the im- 
portation of 100,000 Chinese laborers, costing the islands 
nothing, but returning a good portion of their wages to 
the merchants for food and clothing. Gossip thinks a 
Chinaman can produce as much for his employer as the 
carabao and is not so liable to be carried off through the 
ravages of disease as is the carabao. 

The tobacco crop in the province of Cagayan will this 
year be the largest since American occupation. 

Among the pleasurable side trips offered to the officers 
and men of the Atlantic Fleet when they visit Manila 
attention is called by Philippines Gossip to the follow- 
ing: A trip to Antipolo for those who desire a glimpse 
of mountain scenery, a run of an hour on the Antipolo 
Extension to Taytay and transportation up the mouu- 
tain. For a combination of river and mountain scenery. 
the picturesque site of the new water works near Mon- 
talban, where the gorge with its perpendicular sides of 
solid marble rising one thousand feet is a sight probably 
not to be witnessed in any other part of the world. A 
run of an hour to Montalban and an hour along the 
banks of the picturesque Mariquina. By October the 
new railroad will no doubt be completed as far as Ca- 
lamba, which opens up Los Bafios with its Isuan Springs 
and its falls for another delightful excursion, with a re- 
turn trip by water across the Laguna Lake and down the 
historic Pasig. Another excursion which would be 
greatly enjoyed by the jolly tars would be a trip to Ca- 
lamba by rail, thence by horses furnished by the Army, 
overland through Santo Tomas to Lake Taal and Taal 
volcano. 

It is proposed that the delegates from the Philippines 
to the Irrigation Conference to be held at Santa Fé, N. 
M., in September, should visit Java, the Straits Settle- 
ments, Indo-China, India and Egypt, and make a study 
of irrigation works in these lands before attending the 
conference. By this means they will have not only gath- 
ered valuable information as to various methods of ac- 
complishing the desired results in irrigation work, but 
they will bring the Philippines into much more promi- 
nence at the conference through an intelligent represen- 
tation and ability to discuss the problems and needs of 
their own land. 


SEVERE REBUKE FOR A COURT-MARTIAL. 


We have received, with a request that we publish, the 
following official comments by the War Department on 
the proceedings of a court-martial, reported in G.O. No. 
72, Dept. of the Visayas, Iloilo, P.I., Sept. 17, 1907, the 
substance of which was published in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, Nov. 9, 1907, page 245. The torture of pris- 
oners referred to consisted in squeezing and mashing their 
fingers in a small vise and hanging them by the hands 
from a beam for the purpose of extorting information. 
Col. Daniel H. Brush, 24th Inf., was president of the 
court, and Capt. Beverly A. Read, 1st Cavalry, Act. 
J.A. he reviewing officer was Brig. Gen. Albert L. 
Mills, U.S.A.: 


“Second Lieuts. John J. Moller and Claire R. Bennett, 
8th Inf., were tried by court-martial at Camp Bumpus, 
Leyte, P.I., in August last, on charges of permitting 
certain Filipino prisoners in their official custody to be 
tortured by the presidente of Tolosa, Island of Leyte, 
with a view to extorting information in regard to the 
operations of certain pulajanes, with whom the prisoners 
were alleged to have been associated in the disturbance 
of the peace. Both officers were acquitted by the court, 
the record of proceedings of which were recently received 
by the War Department. 

“In the meantime the President’s attention had been 
called to the conduct of Lieutenants Moller and Bennett 
in this matter, which was regarded as reprehensible in 
the highest degree, and to the seeming miscarriage of 
justice in the acquittal of these officers. Under instruc- 
tions of the President the record of trial in these cases 
was carefully examined by the Judge Advocate General, 
who fully concurred in the report of the Commanding 
General, Department of the Visayas, who convened the 
court-martial, exhaustively reviewed the record of trial, 
and disapproved the proceedings, finding and acquittal. 
The Department Commander said:” [The remarks here 
quoted appeared in our report of the proceedings of the 
court-martial published last November, as stated above. 
They are in substance the same as the remarks which 
follow] : 

“As to Lieutenant Bennett, the Department Command- 
er remarks: 

Lieutenant Bennett’s admissions to the inspector estab- 
lish conduct on his part which brings just reproach upon 
the service, and is a stain on his manhood. The fact that he 
did not actually order the maltreatment established in the 
evidence does not lessen in the least his own responsibility 
therefor. He knew that such procedures were in direct vio- 
lation of the orders governing the troops in the operations re- 
ferred to. The maltreatment took place in his presence and, 
while not in command of the post, he was the senior of the 
two officers present, and a word or sign from him would have 
put an instant end to it. 

This trial leaves Lieutenant Bennett in an unenviable posi- 
tion. If his sworn statements to the inspector are accepted 
as truthful, then the two witnesses called by the defense, who 
testified they were present at the time of the alleged ill treat- 
ment of the native prisoners, knowingly swore falsely regard- 
ing the material allegations. No other conclusion can be ar- 
rived at when the number and character of the questions asked 
these witnesses are considered than that the answers they gave 
were those expected and desired. * * * 

The character of the defense followed reflects likewise on 
the counsel, and he, being an officer of the Army, is instructed 
that the first requirements of duty demand of him at all times 
his best efforts for the preservation of discipline, and this is 
the only latitude allowed by the Regulations, which warns a 
counsel to guard the interests of the accused ‘‘by all honor- 
able and legitimate means known to the law, so far as they are 
not inconsistent with military relations.’ The presentation of 
untruths or the suppression of truth is inconsistent with such 
relations. The conduct of the defense * * * is not viewed as either 
honorable, legitimate or in accordance with military practice. 

“The Department Commander caused his remarks in 
respect to the trial and acquittal of these officers to be 
published in the form of a general order, to be read at 
the head of each regiment and other organization of 
troops serving under his command. The Judge Advocate 
General remarked that during the insurrection, 1899- 
1901, when the troops of the United States were actively 
employed in the establishment and maintenance of civil 
order in the Philippine Islands, and when their opera- 
tions were seriously hampered by deceit, misrepresenta- 
tion and deliberate falsehoods, on the part of those in 
whose behalf endeavors were being put forth with a view 
to the restoration of order, there. was something to be 
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said in behalf of the conduct of officers accused of mal- 
treatment of prisoners. But that 

no such considerations present themselves when, in a time of 
profound peace, when public order is nowhere seriously men- 
aced, torture is permitted to be imposed for the purpose of 
obtaining information, with the knowledge and approval of the 
officers to whom the prisoners were committed for safe-keeping, 
and who are charged, by law, with their security and protec- 
tion. 

“It was recommended by the Judge Advocate General 
that a copy of the Department Commander’s review of 
the record of trial in the cases of Lieutenants Moller 
and Bennett be made a part of their efficiency records” 
for examination, should the question of their employment come 
before the Department at any time in respect to an assignment 
to duty involving the exercise of judgment and discretion, or 
of the p ion of h instincts in a sphere of activity 
having to do with the care and protection of the weak and 
dependent who, by reason of their helplessness and inability 
to defend themselves, or their interests, are compelled to rely 
upon military authority for protection. 

Upon the facts as reported the President remarks: 

It appears * * * that there has been an outrageous 
miscarriage of justice in the cases of the two lieutenants in 
question. I greatly regret that I have not the legal power to 
upset the action of the court-martial. I feel that these two 
lieutenants have discredited themselves and the Service, and 
that the responsibility for thus compromising the good name 
of the Army and the country is shared by those members of 
the court-martial who voted for their acquittal * * * I 
these two officers were enlisted men I would have had them 
discharged out of hand for the good of the Service; and I re- 
gret that because of the law I am unable to take this action in 
this case. 

“In submitting reports in these cases to the President 
the Secretary of War said that if the President approved 
the views expressed therein ‘I shall at once give instruc- 
tions that proper notation be made on the efficiency 
records of Lieutenants Moller and Bennett,’ which ac- 
tion, he believed, ‘especially if reported in the press, 
will have a good effect on the service in preventing re- 
eurrences of offenses such as those involved in these 
cases,’ ” 
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PLANKS OF THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 


The nominating convention which on July 10, at Den- 
ver, Colo., chose as the Democratic candidates for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President, William Jennings Bryan, of Ne- 
braska, and John Worth Kern, of Indiana, adopted a 
platform containing among others the following planks: 

We favor the eight-hour day on all government work. 

We favor a generous pension policy, both as a matter of 
justice to the surviving veterans and their dependents, and 
because it tends to relieve the country of the necessity of 
maintaining a large standing Army. 

We believe in the upholding of the American merchant 
marine without new or additional burdens upon the people 
and without bounties from the public treasury. 

The constitutional provision that a Navy shall be provided 
and maintained means an adequate Navy, and we believe that 
the interests of this country would be best served by having 
a Navy sufficient to defend the coasts of this country and 
protect American citizens wherever their rights may be in 
jeopardy. 

We condemn the experiment in imperialism as an inexcus- 
able blunder, which has involved us in an enormous expense, 
brought us weakness instead of strength, and laid our nation 
open to the charge of abandoning a fundamental doctrine of 
self-government. We favor an immediate declaration of the 
nation’s purpose to recognize the independence of the Philip- 
pine Islands as soon as stable government can be established, 
such independence to be guaranteed by us as we guarantee 
the independence of Cuba, until the neutralization of the isl- 
ands can be secured by treaty with other powers. In recog- 
nizing the independence of the Philippines, our government 
should retain such land as may be necessary for coaling sta- 
tions and naval bases. 

We believe the Panama Canal will prove of great value to 
our country and favor its speedy completion. 

The Democratic party recognizes the importance and ad- 
vantage of developing closer ties of Pan-American friendship 
and commerce between the United States and her sister na- 
tions of Latin-America and favors the taking of such steps, 
consistent with democratic policies, for better acquaintance, 
greater mutual confidence and larger exchange of trade as will 
bring lasting benefit not only to the United States but to this 
group of American republics having constitutions, forms of 
government, ambitions and interests akin to our own. 

We favor full protection by both national and state govern- 
ments within their respective spheres, of all foreigners resid- 
ing in the United States under treaty, but we are opposed to 
the admission of Asiatic immigrants who cannot be amalga- 
mated with our population, or whose presence among us would 
raise a race issue and involve us in diplomatic controversies 
with Oriental powers. 


RIFLE SHOOTING FOR BOYS. 


Arguing that every school should include drill and 
shooting in the list of subjects of instruction and that 
the benefits, physical and moral, would be immense, a 
writer in the London Military Mail says that those 
people who feel a thrill of horror at the thought of 
these boys being taught anything that pertains to mili- 
tarism, do not think of the physical benefit gained from 
a daily course of military drill or the habits of self-con- 
trol and obedience that follow on. He would like some 
of these out-of-date Puritans to take a trip to Natal, 
Australia or Canada, and see for themselves what drill 


and shooting are doing for the boyhood of those and other 
colonies. There they would see some of the finest speci- 
mens of well set up, athletic and healthy boys, all im- 
bued with a spirit of discipline and habits of self-re- 
spect. They would also see these boys striving for the 
honor and glory of rifle shooting in competitions, and 
training themselves to be of steady nerves and sound 
constitutions. 

The Bisley meeting provides a good object in the spec- 
tacle of some fifty or sixty teams of public schoolboys 
all striving for the honor of winning the Ashburton 
Shield. Year after year great enthusiasm is shown by 
the schoo] teams, and some excellent scores are recorded. 
Last year the winning team, which came from Rugby, 
made an average of sixty-two out of a possible seventy 
at 200 and 500 yards. At the annual schoolboys’ camp 
at Bisley, inaugurated by Lord Cheylesmore in 1906, last 
year over boys were under canvas and went through 
a course of drill and musketry instruction during 
week they were there. Scouting, tent-pitching, drill and 
shooting competitions, are held, and these boys show the 
greatest intelligence and zea] in the whole business. 

The writer of the artiele is convinced that there would 
be less hooliganism, and bad habits among the youth 
of the lower classes would be broken, were drill and 
shooting universal throughout the schools of the country. 
Obedience, smartness of appearance and _ self-control 
would result from military training and discipline, and 
certainly no harm but great good would come of the 
experiment. To say that a boy is likely to become a 
murderer by teaching him how to use a rifle is absurd. 








COMING NAVY PROMOTIONS. 
28 Monadnock Road, Newton Center, Mass.,

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
Casualties in the grades of rear admiral and captain 
since the preparation of the promotion-lists, which you 
published on Feb. 8 last, have modified the results in 
numerous instances. Those modifications illustrate the 
remark which accompanied the former lists to the effect 
that “except to the immediate victim of the casualty, 
every such modification will be beneficial,” and the fur- 
ther remark intended to hearten those whose tabulated 
retiring positions were undesirably low. A case in poiat 
is that of the captain numbered 39 in the former list, in 
which he appeared as retiring No. 3 in the list of cap- 
tains. That list was prepared Dec. 9, 1907, in Honolulu. 
A mail arriving about a fortnight later brought news of 
the death (Dec. 5) of a captain senior in rank but junior 





in years to the number 39 referred to, whose retiring 
position was lifted to No. 2 in consequence. And the 
voluntary retirements of June 30 last included two more 
youthful seniors of his, so that according to the present 
outlook he will have before retirement four weeks as 
No. 18 in the list of rear admirals. , 
I enclose herewith corrected lists of rear admirals and 
captains, as those lists will appear on the first of next 
month (provided no casualty occurs in those grades dur- 
ing the coming ten days), with promotions resulting 
from age-retirements alone, until Sept. 8, 1918, when the 
youngest captain will have been retired. Also a similar 
list, without the resultant promotions, of certain of the 
senior commanders. For retirements subsequent to Dec.. 
21, 1917, I am dependent in general upon an unofficiak 
list, in which I find occasional errors, so that I have not 
overmuch confidence in the accuracy of the results.

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Eight cadets at the Military Academy have during 
the past week been sent to their homes because of haz- 
ing, and twelve more are under arrest at the Academy. 
The fact of the hazing was called to the attention 


of the Secretary of War this week, and the matter is . 


under consideration. The investigation a few years ago 


and the statute against hazing that resulted have checked 
this practice, but there has of late been a disposition to 
revive the old hazing spirit, although the visible ap- 
pearance of it has been quite unlike the old time per- 
formances. The display of hazing has been toward the 
plebe, who, because of his coming in in March, has 
drawn upon him the attention of the upper classmen 
as an.object of discipline. Recently, by thew orders, 
the plebes, when they wanted to go from one place to 
another in quarters, have been obliged to do so at a 
trot. Thé fear of demerits sufficed to make all the 
plebes observe the order until Colonel Howze, Com- 
mandant of Cadets, was forced to take notice of the af- 
fair, and he issued an order forbidding the trot and 
directing the plebes when they wanted to go anywhere 
to walk. ‘Thereupon the order was forthcoming from 
the upper classmen that the plebe should walk at a 
very slow pace, and now the plebes are creeping about 
at a snail-like gait wherever they go. Twenty cadets 
suspected of being in the scheme to haze the younger 
class men have been under arrest within the last fort- 
night, but the trouble continued. The names of eight 
cadets found guilty of hazing and recommended for dis- 
missal are William T. Rossell, jr., appointed at large, and 
Harry G. Wever, of Illinois, members of the first class, 
and Byron Q. Jones, New York; George W. Chase, New 
York; William W. Prude, Alabama; Isaac Spaulding, 
Oklahoma; William Nalle, jr., Virginia, and James A. 
Gillespie, of Pennsylvania, members of the third class. 
Colonel Scott, when he received information that the 
plebes were being hazed, appointed a board consisting of 
Lieut. Col. Robert L. Howze, Commandant of Cadets 
and instructor of tactics; Capt. Morton F. Smith, of 
the 20th Infantry, who is senior instructor in Cavalry 
tactics; Capt. Charles P. Sttmmerall, of the 3d Field 
Artillery, senior instructor in Artillery tactics, and Capt. 
George S. Simonds, of the 22d Infantry, assistant in- 
structor of tactics. 
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In honor of Secretary of War Luke BE. Wright, thou- 
sands of people assembled at Camp Taft, Chickamauga 
Park, on July 21 and witnessed the review of the troops 
encamped there. Secretary Wright was accompanied by 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell and his aide, Captain Davis. 
There were seven thousand men in line, of which six 
full regiments and one provisional regiment of Cavy- 
alry were volunteers. It required two hours for the 
troops to pass the reviewing stand. Secretary Wright 
stood within fifty feet of the spot where in 1863 he stood 
as a lieutenant of Confederate artillery. Wednesday at the 
T’atten Hotel the chamber of commerce gave an elaborate 
banquet in his honor. The joint maneuvers of the Army 
and National Guard began at Camp Taft July 20, east 
of the Lafayette Road. The forces were divided into the 
Brown army, commanded by Gen. Clifford L. Anderson, 
of Georgia, and the Blue army, under command of Col. 
D. Corman, 7th U.S. Inf. The Blues were supposed to 
be concentrated at Dalton, Ga., and were expected to 
move on the Browns, who were holding the lines of ap- 
proach to Chattanooga along Missionary Ridge. The 
sheriff of Walker County, Ga., caused consternation at 
the camp when he summarily closed all restaurants and 
soft drink stands. He ordered that no “near-beer” be 
sold, and to be certain that his order was carried out 
closed everything and remained on the ground with his 
deputies to see that the lid was kept on, Secretary 
Wright returned to Washington Friday, July 24, from 
his trip to Chattanooga, accompanied by Major Gen. J. 
I’. Bell and his aide, Capt. Milton F. Davis. 
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Being questioned .by a Tribune reporter as to the 
work at Pine Camp, N.Y., General Grant was asked: 
“How did the New York state troops compare with 
those from other states?’ “Very favorably,” replied 
General Grant. “Squadron A and Squadron C, Troop 


B and Troop D did fine work. The Cavalry as a whole 
was splendid, just splendid. Squadron A is a fine body 
of men.”” General Grant laughed heartily as an incident 
of the camp life struck him. ‘I take it that it was a 
bit of facetiousness,”’ he chuckled. “Just before Squad- 
ron A left camp a delegation of the men called on me 
and said they’d had a splendid time at the camp, had 
enjoyed the work and were certain they had made great 
improvement. But they had one kick to register, they 
said; they had not had enough to do. I worked the 
men pretty hard—about as hard as they could stand, I 
guess, but they didn’t seem to mind, and I know they 
received much benefit from the work there. The Na- 
tional Guardsmen and the Regular troops worked to- 
gether well. The inspector of Pennsylvania, who came 
up there to pay off the trocps, told me that he took a 
vote of the Pennsylvania troops on what they thought 
of the camp and the work there, and ninety per cent. 
of the men in the ranks told him they believed they 
had received much more benefit than they ever had 
from their own state encampments, and they liked this 
plan greatly.” 
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The report of the Field Artillery Board, consisting of 
Majors John E. McMahon, Peyton C. March and Wil- 
liam Lassiter and Capt. L. J. McNair, on the recent 
test of high explosive shells and high explosive shrapnel 
at Fort Riley, is one of the most interesting and valu- 
able contributions to the art of war in the current year. 
It shows conclusively that the high explosive shrapnel 
shell has come.to stay and that, as experience in the 
Far East has shown, its work in actual fighting is some- 
thing terrible. Accompanying the report are numerous 
photographs showing successive views of a 3-inch -gun 
which was made the target of the various shots fired 
with the high explosive projectile and the shrapnel shell. 
The piece was practically a new one, but had been in- 
jured by the breaking of an inch or.so off the muzzle, 
and so the gun could properly be devoted to the worthy 
fate of being a target in the trial of the most important 
projectile yet known to artillery warfare. A few rounds 
sufficed to literally cut the carriage of the gun into 
splinters. One high explosive shot cut the steel axle 
in two. <A shrapnel shell cut a large piece out of the 
shield as neatly as steam shears would have done it. A 
heavy stone wall higher than the head of a man on 
horseback was smashed with ten rounds of shrapnel, so 
that hardly one stone lay upon another. The tests did 
not sufficiently differentiate the work of the high ex- 
plosive shell and the shrapnel shell and further tests are 





to be held at Fort Riley during the next few weeks. 
The aim is to secure a single shell for the Field Artil- 
lery so as to simplify the ammunition. The shrapnel 
shell, besides having the explosive charge in a matrix 
with the bullets has also a strong charge in the head 
with the bullets, has also detonated by impact. The effect 
of this is that the bullets, being driven by the explosive 
when detonated by a time fuse, take with them the head 
of the shell and when the charge in that part of the 
shell is detonated on impact the effect is to break a way 
for the entrance of the shrapnel bullets through the 
shield. There were but five hundred shells for the first 
tests at Fort Riley. More have been ordered for further 
tests and expert artillerists now believe that it will not 
be long before there will be but one Field Artillery pro- 
jectile in use in our Army, and that the best the world 
has yet seen. 
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A moot question has been advanced by National 
Guardsmen in regard to campaign badges that at least 
presents a color of claim. It is that these much desired 


tokens of prowess should be given to those of the Guard 
who have service entitling them to such recognition. 
Badges were recently given to members of the District 
of Columbia National Guard on the ground that that 
organization differed from the National Guard of the 
states becausé Congress appropriates directly for the 
maintenance of the District troops and they thus consti- 
tute 9 federal militia and are quasi regulars. With the 
passage of the new militia law it is now claimed that 
there is a national militia as well as a state militia. The 
War Department has not yet sanctioned this claim, but 
militiamen take that view of the matter which accords 
with a general idea among members of Congress and 
Senators to the same effect. If it should be held that 
this view is sound, it would be in order for those mem- 
bers of the National Guard who saw service within the 
time limits prescribed as a qualification for campaign 
badges to ask for them on the ground that they are a 
part of the uniform. The matter affords opportunity for 
discussion that may lead to results,

A terrific thunder storm broke over the camp of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard, at Gettysburg, Pa., on 
July 23, and at the time of our going to press it was 
reported that at least six enlisted men had been killed 
by lightning, the steel of their puttees attracting the 
lightning. Governor Stuart, his sister, Miss Cora 
Stuart, and Surg. Gen. C. C. Wiley were stunned, and 
every tent was swept flat to the ground. The known 
dead are: Private Morrison, 10th Regt.; Private Barbe, 
18th "Regt., and another private of the 10th Regiment. 
The latter’s body was cut in twain. The camp was 
flooded and telegraphic service was practically at a 
standstill. The darkness was impenetrable, and men 
were wildly running about through rivers of water 
seeking the injured and doing the best they could in the 
confusion caused by so terrible an event. It was the 
worst disaster of its kind, it is said, that has been ex- 
perienced in a military camp, and earlier in the week a 
lieutenant was killed by lightning. Forty men in one 
company, it is also reported, were severely shocked 
during the storm. 
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The fact that Naval Constr. Richard H. Robinson, of 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair, was detailed to 
accompany the naval contingent that went to Quebec to 


represent the naval arm at the tercentennary exercises 
celebrating the founding of the city has produced no 
small amount of facetious comment, owing to the fact 
that United States Navy officers are very anxious to 
know what kind of a ship the British Indomitable has 
come to be. The ship was laid down as an armored crui- 
ser, For a time her sponsors called her a cruiser-battle- 
ship and now she is termed a battleship-cruiser, which 
would seem to be a distinction without much difference. 
The newspaper dispatches giving an account of the ar- 
rival of the Indomitable at anchorage near the New 
Hampshire and comparing the seemingly small size of 
the American ship have not been entirely relished by 
American officers, who say that you can’t always tell 
how much of a fighter a ship is by her size, etc. There 
is a very general expectation that the sum of knowledge 
about the Indomitable may be added to when Naval 
Constructor Robinson returns to the Department. 
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_ Major Gen. W. P. Duvall, Assistant Chief of Staff, 
reviewed on July 21 the entire National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania, at Gettysburg, with the single exception of the 
2d Brigade, which is in camp at Pine Plains, N.Y. Gen- 
eral Duvall was accompanied by Capt. Fred W. Sladen, 
secretary of the General Staff, as his aide. There were 
in review three full brigades of Infantry, two battalions 
of Artillery, six troops of Cavalry and one company of 
Engineers. General Duvall spoke in the highest terms 
of praise of the Pennsylvania troops on his return to 
Washington. In equipment, rifles, uniforms, tentage, 
camp appointments, and in every respect the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania, he said, was an ideal organiza- 
tion. The officers were alert, energetic, and performed 
their duty to the letter. The men physically were fine 
and they did their work with a hearty spirit that meant 
a great deal for the state and the country in the work 
that is being done to mobilize the National Guard with 
the Regular Army. 
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Robert Bacon, Assistant Secretary of State, who goes 
to Porto Rico Aug. 1 to attend a meeting of the Com- 
mission for the Settlement of Claims of the Roman 
Catholic Church for the seizure and use of church prop- 
erty, will be accompanied by Major Frank McIntyre, U. 
S.A., principal assistant of the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs of the War Department, who is an authority on 
Spanish law. Major McIntyre will sail on Saturday 
from New York for Havana. From there he will go to 
Santo Domingo to make an inspection of the customs ad- 
ministrative system of the Dominican Republic, which 
has been under American supervision for several years. 
Mr. Bacon and Major McIntyre will return to New York 
from Porto Rico the latter part of August. 
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With the attention to detail of the trained Navy offi- 
cer, Civil Engr. R. E. Peary, U.S.N., has laid his plans 
to capture the North Pole as carefully as an officer of 
the line would plan to seize a port or an enemy’s fleet. 
With average conditions in the Arctic he hopes to reach 
the most northerly point of: Grant Land, about latitude 
83. deg., before he is frozen in. The-start of the sledge 
expedition will be made early in February, with about 
twenty-five sleds, each having six dogs and one Esqui- 
mau. These will be heavily loaded with provisions, and 





if Peary makes as much as ten miles a day going out, 
he will be satisfied. Coming back, when the provisions 
have been largely consumed and the load is lighter, he 
will make about fifteen miles a day. Peary expects to 
locate his base of supplies and winter quarters some- 
where in the vicinity of Cape Sheridan. If he should 
reach the Pole next winter, the news of his success will 
be received in New York between Aug. 15 and Sept. 15 
of next year. 
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Something over one hundred members of the Reserve 
Medical Corps of the Army have been assigned in orders 
this week to duty at various stations. For the most 
part this is simply ordering these officers to duty where 
they have hitherto been stationed as contract surgeons, 
The effort to design a fitting insignia for the new 
Medical Reserve Corps has thus far produced no satis- 
factory emblem for the corps. A model has been made 
with a caduceus worked in with the letter “R,” but this 
has not proved at all tasteful and the idea of a letter 
mixed with an emblem does not seem likely to be in any 
way pleasing. Another design has been made recently 
and is now under consideration. This for the dress uni- 
form consists of a gold caduceus with the letters “R” 
and “C” in bronze, and for the field uniform a bronze 
caduceus with the letters “R” and “CO” in gold. This 
design is liked better and it may be approved. This in- 
signia is intended to be struck entirely in one piece of 
metal and finished up in gold and bronze as described. 








The new monthly Navy and Marine Corps List ap- 
peared on Wednesday, July 23, after some delay owing 
to the congestion of work in the Government Printing 


Office. The edition of the new list is limited to five 
hundred copies, and copies will be issued only to officers 
on duty in the Department and at recruiting stations 
and navy yards throughout the country. The appearance 
of the publication is well above the ordinary, and reflects 
credit on Mr. Yancey, the registrar of the Navy De- 
partment, who has charge of the annual Navy Register 
and the monthly edition. The most valuable feature 
of the list will be the carefully kept list of addresses of 
officers of the Navy.

Surgeon General Rixey left Washington during the 
past week to visit the new naval training station at 
Lake Bluff, Ill., where he will inspect the work in 
progress and select a site for the naval hospital that is 
to be connected with the station. Congress appropriated 
$250,000 for the hospital and ye in the last Navy 
act. After his stay at Lake Bluff, the Surgeon General 
will go to New Fort Lyon to inspect the naval hospital 
for consumptives, where numerous improvements are 
going forward. The new hospital now has 120 patients, 
and the results are regarded as very promising., The 
experiments that have been conducted there with the 
newly discovered mercurial remedy for tuberculosis have 
attracted the attention of physicians all over the world, 
and seem likely to work a revolution in the future 
method of combating the disease.

The large steel balloon house erected by the War De- 
partment at Fort Omaha for the use of the military bal- 
loons and airships is completed. It was said to be the 
largest balloon house on the American continent and the 
only steel one in existence. The building is 200 feet 
long, 75 feet high and 90 feet wide and weighs 325 tons. 
It cost $100,000. In the house will be kept the balloons 
with which the Signal Corps of the Army will carry on 
experiments. Already twd of the big airships are at the 
post. Experiments have been delayed because of the lack 
of hydrogen gas. However, the gas factory will be com- 
pleted within a month and Fort Omaha will then become 
the headquarters of the Army Balloon Corps. 
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The Academic Board of the Naval Academy has adopt- 
ed a resolution, which has been approved by the Navy 


Department, that hereafter midshipmen shall be required 
to be satisfactory in each department for each term and 
no deficiency in any department for one term shall be 
compensated by the work of the other term. If a mid- 
shipman is deficient either in the semi-annual or annual 
examinations, he shall be subject to re-examination in 
the work of the term in which he was deficient; or be 
turned back, or be dropped. 





The Naval Militia of New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, the District of Columbia and North Carolina have 
been given valuable instruction in Hampton Roads the 
past week under the direction of Comdr. C. C. Marsh, 
U.S.N., with the 3d Torpedo Flotilla. There have been 
problems of attack and defense, boat drills, target prac- 
tice and the various routine work of the naval service. 
Taking into consideration the fact that most of the gun 
pointers had never fired one of the guns before, the 
percentage of hits in gun practice was highly ereditable.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Lieut. Col. George L. Anderson, Coast Art., U.S.A., 
promoted colonel July 19, 1908, by the retirement of 
Cummins, was born in Wisconsin, April 9, 1849. He 
entered the U.S.M.A., July 1, 1870, and was graduated 
a second lieutenant in June, 1874, being No. 8 in his 
class, and was assigned to the 4th Artillery. His first 
assignment was in garrison at Point San Jose, Cal., and 
among other details of duty he served on frontier duty 
in Sitka and at Fort Wrangel, Alaska, in 1876, and 
took part in the Bannock campaign in California from 
June to September, 1878. He was on detached service, 
testing dynamo-electro machines at the Franklin Insti- 
tute, from April to July, 1885, and was detailed as- 
sistant professor of mathematics at the U.S.M.A. in 
August, 1885. He was instructor of electricity and sub- 
marine mining at the Artillery School at Fort Monroe to 
December, 1895, and next served at Washington Arsenal 
to June, 1897. when he was assigned to duty at the 
Naval War College to Oct. 30, 1899.- He was appointed 
Military Attaché to the Embassy at St. Petersburg to 
May 30, 1898, after which he was in command of Win- 
throp Mortar Battery, Boston Harbor. His last assign- 
ment to duty was in the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment. He is due to retire for age April 9, 1913. 

Capt. Thomas C. McLean, promoted rear admiral on 
July 19, 1998, by the retirement of Burwell, is a native 
of New York and graduated from the U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy in June, 1868, taking the prize flag for the best 
drilled company in the battalion. His first sea duty 
was on the Tuscarora, serving in the South Pacific and 
West Indies during 1868 and 1869. He served on the 
Benicia and Idaho, of the Asiatic Fleet, during 1869-72, 
and was in command of the Sailor Infantry in the Be- 
nicia and the Corean Expedition and was commended 
for gallant conduct in the assault on Fort du Coude, 
having the left of the line next the company of Lieu- 
tenant McKee, in memory of whom the fort was renamed 
by the captors. He subsequently served at the Naval 
Torpedo Station, Newport; at the Experimental Battery, 
Annapolis; on the flagship Tennessee, and was again 
assigned to the Torpedo Station during 1876-77, and 
was in charge of the Experimental Battery in 1879. He 
next served on the flagship Trenton, of the European 
Station, 1879-81, and was a member of the U.S. Govern- 
ment delegation to the International Electrical Congress 
of the Commission to the Electrical Exposition in Paris, 
1881, and was elected secretary to a section of the Con- 
gress. He was vice-president of Jury of Awards, Group 
Y., for instruments of precision, at the exposition. He 
was on special duty in Germany, France, Russia and 
England; was Naval Attaché at Vienna in 1883 and 
Government representative at the Vienna Electrical Ex- 
position. He was on duty at the Torpedo Station, 1884; 
on the steamer Brooklyn, 1885; on the Dolphin, 1885-88 ; 
at the Torpedo Station, 1889-1893, and was assistant 
inspector of the Detroit from March to July, 1893. He 
served on duty at San Francisco from July, 1893-96. He 
was in charge of the Torpedo Station in June, 1897, 
and was also inspector of equipment at Herreshoffs to 
1899. He reached the grade of commander March 3, 
1899, and captain Sept. 23, 1908. He was on duty with 
the Don Juan de Austria, Nov. 27, 1899, and was de- 
tailed to command the Castine in April, 1900. He was 
also on recruiting duty in Baltimore, and was in com- 
mand of the Pennsylvania. His last assignment to duty 
was as a member of the Board of Inspection and Sur- 
vey. He is due to retire for age Oct. 25, 1 

Capt. Edward P. Lawton, 19th U.S. Inf., who has 
been retired from July 3, 1908, with the rank of major, 
by reason of disability incident to the Service, was the 
senior captain in his command and was born in Georgia 
Feb. 2, 1863. He entered West Point, July 1, 1880, 
and was graduated a second lieutenant and assigned io 
the 13th Infantry, June 14, 1885. Among other duties 
he served on frontier duty at Fort Wingate and took 
part in the Geronimo campaign in 1886. He became 
professor of military science and tactics at North Geor- 
gia Agricultural College in June, 1890, and was detailed 
professor of military science and tactics at the Georgia 
Military and Agricultural College in January, 1898S. 
When the Spanish war broke out he joined his regiment 
at Mobile, and went with it to Ponce, Porto Rico. He 
left Ponce with the column under Captain Guard, 19th 
Inf., as advance of General Henry’s brigade, to cut off 
the ‘Spanish forde from Mayaguez at Arecibo. The 
signing of the protocol stopped this expedition at Utuado. 
He was promoted to a captaincy in the 19th Infantry 
in March, 1899. Major Lawton also served in the Phil- 
ippines, and his name has been published in orders for 
bravery in the islands. He is noted for his linguistic 
ability. 

Rear Admiral William T. Burwell, U.S.N., who was 
retired for age on July 19, 1908, is a native of Missis- 
sippi and a graduate of the Naval Academy, class of 
1866. His first sea duty was on the Asiatic Station 
from 1867-71, and he was subsequently, among other 
duties, on the Worcester flagship, of the North Atlantic 
Fleet, and also on the Hartford, of the same command, 
from 1872-76. He was on special duty at New York in 
1877; on the Trenton, of the European Station, 1877-81; 
at the Naval Academy, 1881-5, and was in command of 
the Juniata during her cruise on the Asiatic Station. 
He was in command of the Pinta, on duty in Alaskan 
waters, February, 1898, to November, 1894, and was 
equipment officer at the Norfolk Navy Yard, from No- 
vember, 1894, to December, 1895. He was in command 
of the Dolphin from December, 1895, to June, 1896: was 
lighthouse inspector, 16th District, June 14, 1896, to 
February, 1898, and was in command of the Wheeling 
from May, 1898, to May, 1900. From 1900 to 1902 he 
was commandant of the Puget Sound Navy Yard, and 
during the two years following he was commanding offi- 
cer of the Oregon. In 1903 and again in 1904 he won a 
trophy for excellence in gunnery given by the President. 
In September, 1905, he was again commandant of the 
navy yard at Bremerton. He has decided to make his 
home in the State of Washington, and will take up resi- 
dence in Seattle.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Capt. Henry McCrea, U.S.N., who was in command 
of the battleship Georgia during the cruise of the North 
Atlantic Fleet to the Pacifie coast, died of Bright’s dis- 
ease in the Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, July 19, 1908. He 
had been a patient at the “hospital since June 22, just 
after being assigned as inspector of the 3d Lighthouse 
District, with headquarters at Tompkinsville, N.Y. Dur- 
ing the voyage of the battleships to San Francisco Cap- 
tain McCrea performed his duties, despite the fact that 
he was in bad health. Although advised to recuperate 
on the Pacific coast, Captain McCrea refused to admit 
that he was too ill for duty, and after being relieved 
from command of the Georgia, he proceeded to Washing- 
ton. At the bedside when the end came was the Cap- 
tain’s wife, Mrs. Caroline McCrea, who had been with 
him constantly since his admission to the hospital. His 
only son, Elislie McCrea, of Plainfield, N.J., did not 
reach the hospital until several hours after Captain Mc- 
Crea died. Captain McCrea was in command of the 
Georgia last year at the time of the explosion in one of 
the turrets, when several officers and men were killed. 
He was born in Logansport, Ind., fifty-seven years ago, 
and was graduated from the Naval Academy in June, 
1871. His first assignment after graduation was on the 
California out in the Pacific, and he subsequently, among 
other duties, served in the coast survey, at the torpedo 
station and Naval Academy. on the Asiatic station, in 
the Bureau of Navigation, and the Bureau of Ordnance. 
He also served on the Baltimore, Fern and Brooklyn and 
during the war with Spain was in command of the Ma- 
chias. His remains were interred with full military 
honors on July 21 in Arlington National Cemetery. Fu- 
neral services were held at the Church of the Covenant. 
The pallbearers were Capts. Gottfried Blocklinger, W. 
W. Kimball, W. F. Halsey and S. P. Comly; Comdrs. 
A. L. Culver and H. P. Norton; Pay Dir. J. N. Speel 
and Med. Dir. T. H. Streets, U.S.N. 

Mrs. Sallie Conrad Fauntleroy, born July 2, 1842, at 
Winchester, Va., died July 13, 1908, at Staunton, Va. 
Major Powell C. Fauntleroy, U.S. Army, now stationed 
in Cuba, and Dr. Archibald M. Fauntleroy, U.S.N., now 
stationed in Washington, D.C., are her sons. 

Civil Engr. Ancieto G. Menocal, U.S.N.. retired, died 
in New York city July 20, 1908, of arterio-sclerosis at 
the age of seventy-two years. He had been ill since No- 
vember, the disease gradually hardening the arteries of 
the body and sapping his life. Though he had wrought 
many engineering accomplishments of great moment, Mr. 
Menocal had been most widely known as the pioneer pro- 
jector of an Isthmian canal. He was born in Havana, 
Cuba, Sept. 1, 1846, being a descendant of an old Span- 
ish family. He was graduated from the Troy Polytech- 
nic Institute, Troy, N.Y., in 1862, and immediately as- 
sumed the post of sub-chief of the Havana water works, 
holding this posjtion for six years. In 1869 he was 
connected with the Department of Public Works of New 
York city, When Congress in March, 1872, made its 
first appropriation to determine the practicability of an 
inter-oceanic canal across Nicaragua, Gen. George B. 
McClellan, who then was in charge of the Department of 
Docks, upon the request of the Navy Department recom- 
mended Mr. Menocal as chief engineer of the expedition 
to that country. As a result of his report upon this 
mission, which included final plans and cost estimates, 
President Grant appointed a commission of military and 
civil engineers to visit the different canal routes surveyed 
by him in Panama and in Nicaragua. This commission 
reported favorably upon the latter route in July, 1874. 
He was appointed a civil engineer in the Navy in 1874, 
and was retired in September, 1898. While engaged in 
the work of selecting a site for a coaling station on the 
coast of Liberia in 1902 he was caught between the gang- 
way of the cruiser San Francisco and a cutter, while 
leaving the former vessel when a high sea was running, 
and sustained injuries which are held to have been in 
part responsible for his fatal illness. Within the last 
two years he had perfected an irrigation system for the 
northern provinces of Cuba. 

Mr. Henry D. Cordray, father of Capt. David P. Cord- 
ray, 26th U.S. Inf., died in Newark, O., July 18, 1908. 

Mr. Samuel Burkhardt, father of Capt. S. Burkhardt, 
jr.. 19th U.S. Inf., died at Chicago, Ill., July 10, 1908. 

Mrs. Mary Hubbard Swan, wife of Dr. W. D. Swan, 
died at Cambridge, Mass., July 20, 1908. She was the 
only sister of Mrs. Hyde, wife of Gen. John McE. Hyde, 
U.S.A., retired. 

Mrs. Katherine H. Constien, mother of Lieut. Edward 
T. Constien, U.S.N., died on July 10 at Ashland, Pa. 

Mr. Eugene P. Murphy, a graduate of West Point, of 
the class of 1867, died on June 15, 1908, at San Fran- 
cisco, Cal. He resigned April 1, 1872, while holding the 
commission of a first lieutenant, 2d Art. 

A.A. Surg. Louis C. Jacobson, U.S.N., died at King’s 
Daughters’ Hospital, Portsmouth, Va., July 20, 1908, 
from typhoid fever after four weeks’ illness. His wife, 
who had been nursing him, contracted the disease herself 
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three days ago, and is lying on a cot in the same hospi- 
tal. Surgeon Jacobson entered the Medical Corps of the 
Navy in 1908 from Bl Roy, Wis., where the body was 
forwarded. 

Lieut. Charles Roemer, 6th Field Art., U.S.A., who 
has been on recruiting duty’ in Nashville, Tenn., died 
in that city of Re an fever and complications at five 
a.m., July 20, 1 He was born in Kentucky, Aug. 8, 

880, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1905. 
He reached the grade of first lieutenant, Jan. 25, 1907, 
and is a graduate of the mounted service school of 1907. 

Mrs. Madeline H. Lissak, mother of Lieut. Col. Or- 
mond M. Lissak, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., died at Cleveland, 
O., July 19, 1909. 

Gen. Osman Pasha, commander of the Turkish forces 
at Monastir, was assassinated in the barracks at Mona- 
stir July 18 by an officer connected with the “Young 
Turkey” movement. During the entire seventy-six years 
of his life, Osman Pasha had a most active career, and 
was engaged in all the difficulties in which Turkey was 
a factor from the time he left the military school in Con- 
stantinople until his death. He was a typical Ottoman 
soldier—fanatical, frugal and brave. He made a splen- 
_did record during the war with Russia, when he was in 
command of the 5th Army Corps, and defeated the 9th 
Army Corps of the enemy near Plevna, when the Rus- 
sians lost 20,000 men. That was in 1877. He then for- 
tified the city of Plevna, and on Sept. 14 defeated the 
Russian besiegers. On Dec. 10 he made a gallant but 
unsuccessful attempt to break through the Russian lines, 
and was wounded. He capitulated with 40,000 men anid 
400 guns, after holding the city from Aug. 31. The 
skillful conduct of the siege won him fame as an engi- 
neer and commander, and the Sultan bestowed on him 
the title of Ghazi, “victorious.” The Czar was so im- 
pressed with his masterly defense that he returned the 
general his sword. 

The death is reported of Sir William Randal Cramer, 
who in 1903 received the Nobel peace prize as the found- 
er of the Inter-Parliamentary Conference, which first met 
in 1888. He was for thirty-seven years secretary of the 
International Arbitration League. P

LIEUTENANT FRANCIS WINSLOW, U.S. NAVY. 


The brief notice in our issue of June 27, page 1184, of 
the death of Lieut. Francis Winslow, U.S.N., at Norfolk, 
Conn., on June 22, did not include any account of his 
greatest achievements—the investigation of the oyster 
beds of the United States, and his many valuable dis- 
coveries with regard to the life and habits of the oyster, 
which have so greatly tended to retard the threatened 


extinction of that food product. In 1878 he was as- 
signed by the Superintendent of the U.S. Coast Survey 
to investigate the oyster beds of James river and Chesa- 
peake Bay. He was placed in command of the coast 
survey schooner Palinurus, and, with characteristic 
thoroughness, began first of all a systematic delineation 
of the oyster beds themselves; and later, by means of an 
ingenious method invented by himself, he succeeded in 
making a close comparative estimate of the number of 
oysters to the square yard upon each bed. This, while 
not accurate, was yet a means of comparison, and fur- 
nished the first data for a comparison of these areas. 

By series of cross sections and specimens of water, 
taken at different depths and analyzed, he determined 
the organic matter flowing over the beds, and by analy- 
sis of the mud bottom, the detrimental qualities of the 
deposit which might tend to injure the young. In the 
meantime he improvised an aquarium on board, and 
cultivated the young oysters during the spawning season, 
uniting the spat upon tiles, and daily watching minutely 
through the microscope, the growth of the young oyster, 
taking micrometer measurements of the newly formed 
shells and recording them. He thus studied the embryo 
from its earliest stage. He triumphed over the opposi- 
tion of the practical oystermen who feared some loss to 
themselves from these investigations, and so compre- 
hensive and so rapid was his work that in two seasons 
he had collected sufficient data to show that the “closed 
season” should be extended one month to prevent the 
“new growth” from injury—that is, the closed season 
which had formerly been from May 1 to Aug. 31 inclu- 
sive, was extended to from April 16 to Sept. 15 inclusive. 

In the course of this investigation Winslow discovered 
that the small astyris, or “drills,’ as they are termed, 
which hitherto had been considered as harmless para- 
sites, were most dangerous enemies; boring through the 
tender shell and devouring the young oyster. This was 
the first intimation that either scientists or practical 
oystermen had received that these insignificant looking 
black grains were harmful. Dr. W. H. Dall classified 
this astyris as a new variety of the allied groups of 
astyris spirantha and astyris lunata, and in honor of its 
discoverer named it astyris Winslovii. Dr. Dall says in 
this connection: ‘Though known to be carnivorous, no 
species of the genus astyris has been recorded until now, 
as an injurious animal.” To illustrate the value of this 
discovery, millions of young oysters are preserved from 
its: ravages by the simple expedient of not returning the 
old loose shells to the: beds until they have been long 
enough exposed to the air to ensure the death of these 
small shellfish. D 

Space does not allow complete enumeration of the 
many valuable discoveries which Lieutenant Winslow 
made with regard to the best methods of cultivation as 
well as the preservation of the oyster. When ill-health 
and failing eyesight necessitated his retirement from ac- 
tive service in the Navy, he still preserved his energetic 
character, and devoted himself to the work of planting 
oysters in those waters of Albemarle and Pamlico 
Sounds, where he had found natural conditions similar 
to those in Chesapeake Bay. His investigations along 
these lines, though perhaps not well-known, or appre- 
ciated ‘by our own people, have been nevertheless much 
appreciated by Europeans. The French Societie d@’ Acli- 
matation presented him with a gold medal in recognition 
of his researches and discoveries; and he was recognized 
as one of the most expert biologists as regards crus- 
taceana. y 

The improvement and the extension of the oyster beds 
of the United States may not be permanent. With our 
slack laws as to dredging and the immense depletion 
from year to year, the oyster may finally become extinct; 
but certain it is that its extinction has been delayed by 
the thorough work and earnest advice of Lieut. Francis 
Winslow. Honor to whom honor is due.

THE CASE OF COLONEL STEWART. 


The Baltimore Sun returns to the case of Col. Wm. 
F. Stewart, 5th Art., of whom it says: “Mr. M. E 
Pew, a representative of the News Enterprise Associa- 
tion, made an investigation and after a visit to Fort 
Grant describes the officer as living in a dilapidated 
building with a negro and a sick white man as his only 
companions. To reach Fort Grant involves a drive over 
the desert of twenty-six miles in a broiling sun. On the 
day Mr. Pew arrived at the fort the temperature was 
117° in the shade. The buildings at the fort, he states, 


were abandoned long ago and are now tumbling to pieces. 
‘The place is infested with rattlesnakes, venomous spiders 
and animals. No surgeon is at the post or in the vicinity 
to attend Colonel Stewart in case of illness.’ ” 

Concluding, the Sun asks: “Does President Roosevelt 
feel at all easy in his mind when he thinks of the 
wretched conditions under which Colonel Stewart is liv- 
ing, with the approval of the Commander-in-Chief, be- 
cause of this unfortunate officer’s ‘temperamental infir- 
mities’? Has Uncle Sam lost all regard for the humani- 
ties? Is his Army to be Russianized?” 

It would seem that if there was sufficient reason for re- 
fusing to assign Colonel Stewart to a command he could 
have been ordered home to await retirement. We can find 
no possible justification in law or regulations for the 
treatment to which he is being subjected. It would seem 
that the evil results following arbitrary actions, which 
are a serious and what seems to be a wholly unnecessary 
departure from the routine of the Service, would finally 
impress themselves upon those disposed to such action. 
The dismissal without honor of the soldiers of the 25th 
Infantry has become a political issue which may affect 
the succession to the Presidency. The hasty action in 
the case of Capt. Merch B. Stewart, 8th U.S. Inf., has 
resulted in the accomplishment of the very purpose it 
was designed to prevent. We have felt compelled to ex- 
press our disapproval of the disregard of the Regulations 
and the customs of the Service which creates the mis- 
taken impression that the Army and Navy are governed 
by arbitrary authority and not as they are by law, which 
protects the humblest man in the Service equally with 
the highest. A distinguished Englishman is quoted as 
having said on one occasion to an equally distinguished 
American, “Have you no regard for the liberty of the 
person in your country?’ Theoretically we have, and if 
the law securing it is not made operative in the military 
and in civil life, it is because of the indifference of pub- 
lic opinion which is governed far too much by the maxim, 
“TI don’t care what happens so long as it does not happen 
to me.” The treatment of Colonel Stewart is creating a 
dangerous precedent. 
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WORK OF ARMY ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The special report of new work undertaken, of modi- 
fications in supplies for the Service, and of experiments 
and tests made by the Ordnance Department during the 
months of May and June, 1908, is as follows: 


Frankford Arsenal: The manufacture of one range 
finding rod and one range correction board in accordance 
with the principles of the devices designed by Capt. H. 
J. Hatch, C.A.C., is under way. Manufacture has been 
undertaken of one special sub-caliber leafscale and one 
sub-caliber T-square for gun deflection board, one special 
chart for subcaliber tube for the Pratt range board for 
each 8-, 10- and 12-inch gun battery in service having 
long base lines. The manufacture of 220 time range 
boards for issue to the Service is under way. The manu- 
facture has been commenced of new design lamp 
brackets for 2-inch and 3-inch telescopic sights. These 
brackets are so arranged as to give equal illumination on 
both cross wires, and the amount of illumination can be 
varied on both wires by a single operation. The manu- 
facture has been ordered of one experimental mortar 
plotting board according to the design of Capt. Le Vert 
Coleman, C.A.C. 

Rock Island Arsenal: A carrying case for tripod 
with support for the observation telescope has been de- 
signed and manufactured. 

Springfield Armory: Special rear sight slide and leaf 
capable of being attached to rear sight movable base 
and windage screw, respectively, of the model of 1905 
sight. A sample slide and leaf have been manufactured 
and sent to the ordnance office, together with micrometer 
drift slides, one with variable peep and one with Service 
peep and an open sight, for submission to the Infantry 
and Cavalry. Boards and to the School of Musketry, for 
test. Marble field cleaner for bores of rifles, etc. The 
board of officers testing this device reported it very sat- 
isfactory for removing, without material injury to the 
rifling, metallic fouling from the lands of the rifle, 
although it fails to remove it from the grooves. The 
board reported itself of the opinion that this device is 
the best cleaner to remove metallic fouling yet presented 
and, therefore, recommended that it be adopted for ser- 
vice. 

Watertown Arsenal: Manufacture of telautograph 
and telephone brackets and related parts for disappear- 
ing carriages. Manufacture of one experimental, sta- 
tionary, electric hoist for 12-inch barbette carriage, 
model of 1892. Manufacture of parts for remodelling

one hydraulic stop for 10-inch ammunition trucks for 
test at Sandy Hook Proving Ground. Procurement of 
three sets of rubber tiring plants, one each for Manila 
ordnance depot, Benicia arsenal and Augusta arsenal. 
Necessary drawings for alteration of spring ve 
of the cradle for 5-inch barbette carriage on B.P.M., 
model of 1896, by the attachment of separate covers, 
to cover existing openings in the cylinders.

CIRCULAR 57, JULY 6, 1908, WAR DEPARTMENT. 
Publishes decisions of June 2, 1908, in which the Assistant 
Comptroller says: 
cf do not think that privates and musicians of the Porto 








Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry, who were enlisted 
for a period of two years pursuant to the Act of April 23, 
1904, and who by said act could not be re-enlisted in time of 
peace, and who are discharged at the expiration of said two 
years pursuant to said act, and who enlist for a term of three 
years under the Act of May 11, 1908, within three months of 
the date of such discharge, are entitled on such enlistment 
to receive an amount equal to three months’ pay as provided 
in said Act of May 11, 1908. In other words, such an enlist- 
ment is not a re-enlistment under the Act of May 11, 1908. 

‘*The increase of pay for foreign service provided by law 
at the time of the approval of the Act of May 11, 1908, was 
that authorized by the Act of June 80, 1902, as limited by 
the Act of March 2, 1907, making appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1908. As under said laws increase of pay for foreign 
service was not given to commissioned officers and enlisted 
men serving in Porto Rico and Hawaii, such persons are not 
entitled to said increase of pay under the Act of May 11, 
1908. The effect of the above provision in the Act of May 
11, 1908, is to continue the limitation imposed by the Act of 
March 2, 1907, and under said provision I am of opinion that 
increase of pay for foreign service, after June 30, 1908, is not 
payable to the officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
and the officers and men of the Porto Rico Provisional Regi- 
ment of Infantry serving in Porto Rico and Hawaii.’’ 

*‘T think it evident that Congress intended by the pro- 
visions of the Act of May 11, 1908, quoted by the Paymaster 
General, that for the fiscal year 1909 enlisted men of the line 
of the Army and enlisted men of the Signal Corps of the 
Army employed in the Territery of Alaska on the Alaskan 
cable and telegraph system should, under the conditions named 
in the act, have extra pay as therein provided, notwithstand- 
ing such persons may at the same time be receiving or en- 
titled to receive increase pay for foreign service under the 
laws providing therefor.’’ 

II.—Publishes decisions of the Assistant Comptroller which 
appeared in the Army and Navy Journal of June 13, page 
1182, concerning, 1, additional pay for officers providing their

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 


G.O. 78, JULY 14, 1908, DEPT. OF THE MISSOURI. 

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.O.M. at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., of which Col. Sydney W. Taylor, 2d F.A., 
was president, and Capt. William F. Flynn, 8th Cav., was 
judge advocate, for the trial of Capt. Charles N. Murphy, 13th 
U.S. Inf. The charges were: Oharge I: ‘‘Disobedience of 
orders, in violation of the 21st Article of War.’’ Charge II: 
‘*Neglect of duty, to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of War.’’ Addi- 
tional Charge: ‘‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, in violation of the 61st Article of War.’’ He was found 
of the first charge, ‘‘Not guilty of disobedience of orders, in 
violation of the 21st Article of War, but guilty of conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and military discipline, in violation 
of the 62d Article of War.’’ He was found guilty of the sec- 
ond charge, and not guilty of the additiunal charge. Sentence: 
‘*That he be fined $25 per month for six months, and be repri- 
manded by the reviewing authority.’’ 

Gen. Charles Morton, commanding the Department, in re- 
viewing the proceedings, says: 

‘*In the foregoing case of Capt. Charles N. Murphy, 13th 
Inf., it appears from the evidence of record that for a per- 
iod of three months or more Captain Murphy, while in com- 
mand of Co. M, 13th Inf., had wholly failed and neglected to 
post and enter in the proper book his company fund ac- 
count, as required by regulations; and that when he re- 
ceived a plain and unmistakably lawful order to bring his 
company fund account to the commanding officer’s office by a 
given hour, he became so alarmed lest his commanding officer 
should discover his derelictions that he chose to postpone 
obedience until such time as he could take steps to avert the 
dreaded exposure. While Captain Murphy was thus engaged 
in a hurried effort to gather up the tangled ends of his neg- 
lected company fund account, he received a second order in 
plain and positive terms to bring his company fund account 
to the commanding officer’s office at once, and again his obedi- 
ence is delayed apparently in the hope that in some way he 
could avoid disclosing to his commanding officer the neglected 
condition of his company accounts. In failing to report to 
his commanding officer with reasonable promptness, Captain 
Murphy was guilty in each instance, of a serious breach of 
discipline, and if the court believed, as shown by its findings 
to the first charge, that the evidence failed to establish the 
positive and wilful disobedience contemplated by the 21st 
Article of War, it could and should have found Captain Murphy 
guilty of the specifications with such exceptions and sub- 
stitutions as would have been consistent with a finding of a 
lesser and included offense under the general article. 

‘‘It further appears from the record, that at an inspection 
of Captain Murphy’s company fund account for the months 
of October, November ‘and December, 1907, there was found 
to be a balance of cash on hand of $189.89, a part of which, 
amounting to $143.95, Captain.Murphy certified was on deposit 
with the Army National Bank, Fort Leavenworth, Kas., pre- 
sumably to the credit of the company fund as required by 
Army Regulations, and emphasized by the circular instructions 
of the Regimental Commander. Subsequent investigation, how- 
ever, developed that the only account Captain Murphy had 
with the bank was deposited to his personal credit, ané while 
the evidence fails to show that Captain Murphy intentionally 
worded his certificate so as to deceive an inspecting officer, 
it does develop a series of facts that very reasonably led his 
commanding officer to entertain serious doubt as to the proper 
care and disbursement of this fund, and that well illustrates 
the grave consequences incident upon the failure of an officer 
to scrupulously observe the provisions of regulations relative 
to the care and disbursement of funds with which he may be 
entrusted. 

‘*Subject to the foregoing remarks the proceedings and find- 
ings, except as to the specifications to the first charge, are 
approved. The sentence is approved and will be duly exe- 
cuted. 

‘In furtherance of the sentence of the court, the reviewing 
authority expresses the belief that in the promulgation of this 
trial Captain Murphy will find such reprimand and admonition 
that in the future his duties will be performed with exactness 
and promptitude, and that he will ever accord to his command- 
ing officer that loyal support and prompt obedience so essential 
in the military service. Captain Murphy will be released from 
arrest and restored to duty.’’

Sir: 1. I am instructed by the Ohief of Ordnance to invite 





your attention to the following abstract from the report of 
Capt. J. T. Moore, 27th Inf., in charge of Cuban Rifle and 
Pistol Competitions, held at Oamaguey, Cuba, with refer- 
ence to the action of the clips, and the model of 1906 am- 
munition: 

‘*Some clips were found in which the cartridges were held 
unusually tight, making it difficult to load. In ejecting loaded 
cartridges the bullets were retained in the bore 4n.a number 
of cases, causing the powder to be spilled in the chamber 
and magazine. ‘This would have to be removed or the cart- 
ridge or bolt would jam in loading. Several bolts and firing 
pins were broken during the practice.'’

the tube just as they are and a tight disk is placed in 
front of them against which the power is applied. The 
cost of the pneumatic hoist is expected to be moderate, 
the principal item being the powerful compressor re- 
quired. The tube installation is comparatively simple 
and inexpensive. There is no return tube, and during 
target practice or during an engagement there would be 
absolutely no condition by which any part of the ignited 
powder could get back into the handling room or the 
magazine, as has been the case in two or three accidents 
that have occurred within the last few years. 





Arrangements are being made for the installation of a 
post-office on every ship in the United States Navy, au- 
thorization for this action having been made at the last 
session of Congress. Enlisted men on each ship may 
be appointed as postmaster and assistant postmaster, 
their regular pay to be increased $500 and $300 a year, 
respectively. They will be required to give bond of 
$1,000. The following committee has been appointed by 
the Postmaster General to formulate regulations for this 
new branch of the postal service: Bayard Wyman, 
chief of the appointment division; A. A. Fisher, chief 
clerk, railway mail service; C. L. Cram, law clerk, audi- 
tor’s office, for the Post-office Department; E. S. Kim- 
ball, superintendent of the money order system; C. How- 
ard Buckle, superintendent of the registry system, and 
William C. Fitch, chief of stamp division.

A Washington newspaper despatch says: “There is 
indignation and despair in the ranks of the rear ad- 
mirals, retired, and the Army and Navy Club was the 
scene of a doleful gathering to-night when the ruling of 
Comptroller Tracewell, of the Treasury, with reference 
to increased pay was made known. Mr. Tracewell holds 
that officers retired as rear admirals prior to 1899 are 
entitled to three-fourths of $8,000, the new salary of 
the first nine admirals on the active list. Those retired 
since that date as rear admirals, but who were not of 
the first nine when retired, are entitled only to three- 
fourths of . $6,000. This chops $1,500 off the annual 
amount many expected to receive.” The decision of the 
Comptroller here referred to will be found on another 
page. It is certainly a serious disappointment to those 
who had counted on the larger pay. 








The reports from the state camps this year should 
finally settle the question of the expediency of asking 
Congress for an appropriation to purchase camp sites. 
The Pine camp, New York, has its disadvantages, but 
it is difficult to find anything better. It will be remem- 
bered that a very thorough investigation of the matter 
of camp sites was made by General Corbin when he was 
in command at Governors Island. 
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OBJECTIONS TO NAVY BOILERS. 

The synchronizing of the lamentable explosion on the 
U.S.S. Tennessee with the invéstigation by Congress of 
charges made by an artist in a magazine against our 
Navy for alleged defects in battleship construction, makes 
painfully conspicuous a willingness to inquire into sub- 
jects of hypothetical value and an unwillingness to con- 
sider criticism dealing with questions of immediate ur- 
gency ; questions involving the life of the officers and men 
of our Navy. While in the midst of an absorbing round- 
the-world cruise, the time and attention of naval officers 
were taken up in replying to assertions made by a person 
disqualified by temperament, vocation and experience 
from passing an intelligent opinion upon the matter of- 
fact details of warship building, no cognizance has 
been taken of charges made against the boiler system 
of the Navy by Mr. Horace See, of New York city, in 
communications to the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL cov- 
ering a period of many months. 

Even if these artist-bred aspersions were true, imme- 
diacy could not be urged as an excuse for the almost 
frantic haste with which official reply was made. Only 
the actual tests of war could give decisive testimony as 
to the correctness of the constructional theories on high 
and low freeboards, high and low armor belt lines, and 
oiher subjects discussed. Not so, however, with the alleged 
faults in boilers pointed out by Mr. See. If they exist, 
they are a constant daily menace to the lives of the offi- 
cers and men of the Navy. Accidents like those on the 
Wilmington and the Tennessee only too sadly emphasize 
the need of prompt and thorough consideration of the 
objections of so competent an engineer as Mr. See. 

Details of the battleships’ equipment down to laundries 
and bookcases were gone into exhaustively in reply to 
the magazine writer, but not a reference was made to 
boilers. At the height of the controversy over the less 
immediate important aspects of our Navy, precipitated 
by an amateurish outburst of lay criticism, came the ex- 
plosion on the Tennessee, in which a half-dozen lives 
were lost, an accident due to the bursting of a tube in a 
boiler. Report after report had followed the attack by 
this artist, who, living in the world of imagination and 
fancy, might be considered the last person in the world 
fitted to criticize intelligently such unimaginative sub- 
jects as warships; yet for a period covering several years 
Mr. See, unquestionably one of the best civilian authori- 
ties on boiler construction in the United States, has given 
to the Service, with marked impartiality and fairness, 
through the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, his views on al- 
leged defects in the boiler rooms of our warships without 
apparently arousing any interest in quarters where such 
criticisms should be welcomed and where they ought to 
develop a healthy spirit of investigation and research. 

More than once in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL Mr. 
See has called attention to the probability of the metal 
of a tube becoming heated to the point of rupture by the 
presence of a film of steam above the water in the tube. 
Mr. See has gone still further. Immediately after the 
Tennessee explosion and before the official report of the 
board of investigation, he expressed the belief in a letter 
to this paper (issue June 13, 1908, page 1133) that the 
cause of the explosion was to be looked for in the low- 
ness of water in the ruptured tube. He argued for this 
view in a manner that showed his thorough grasp of 
the subject. The board, as noted in the account of its 
findings, in our issue of June 27, 1908, advanced no “the- 
ories as to the probable cause of the accident and could 
give no reason for the bursting of the tube.”” The board 
did say, however, that the “adjacent tubes on each side 
were bulged.” 

Mr. See, in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL of the same 
date, took direct issue with the findings of the board and 
asked how there could be bulging of the adjacent tubes if 
there was no overheating. He quoted from a warning 
published in the Journal of the American Society of Na- 
val Engineers of November, 1906, to the effect that there 
should be “an inspection with a straight edge of the lower 
four-inch tubes to see if they curve upward.” Upon 
this report of the board on the Tennessee explosion Mr. 
See based this conclusion: “The report of the board of 
investigation in stating the tubes were found clean, hav- 
ing entirely removed the question of a deposit of any 
kind as having caused the disaster, supports the theory 
that it was due to lowness of water. In such a case a 
body of steam next to the metal above on top of a body 
of water below will permit the tubes to become sufficient- 
ly superheated for the metal to lose its ability to resist 
the pressure within and to render it unable to prevent 
either change of shape or rupture.’ (ArMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, June 27, 1908, page 1193.) 

Though our columns are open to any reply to Mr. See, 
we have received none. Mr. See is either right or wrong 
in his contentions. At least he has the courage of his 
convictions and does not hesitate to come forward with a 
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reason for these baffling accidents, The views of such a 
man should have the greatest weight with our Navy offi- 
cials and instead of being ignored should bring about an 
investigation of the entire question of boilers. This in- 
vestigation should be arranged for at once, lest another 
fatal accident in the boiler room shall indict us for crim- 
inal negligence. The imminence of such a calamity has 
again been made plain by the bursting of a steam pipe 
on the battleship Kearsarge at Honolulu on July 18, and 
the injuring, luckily only slightly, of five of the fire- 
room crew. , 

That Mr. See is entitled to attention when he speaks 
on the subject of boilers will not be questioned by one 
who knows of his experience and standing in the engi- 
neering world. He is no mere theorist, but an engineer 
whose life has been spent, as it were, in the engine-room. 
Born in 1835 in Philadelphia, Mr. See learned the trade 
of machinist and became superintending engineer of Wm. 
Cramp and Sons. He had much to do with the intro- 
duction of triple expansion engines in the vessels of the 
United States Navy, and designed the engines of six 
United States cruisers, four yachts and five merchant 
steamers, beside the hulls and machinery of five mer- 
chant steamers and three United States naval vessels. 
Mr. See has invented half a dozen mechanical devices, in- 
cluding a double water-tube boiler, and is now consulting 
engineer for the Newport News Shipbuilding Company. 
He is a veteran of the Civil War, who, since the war, has 
had a large and varied experience as a mechanical engi- 
neer. We have put his criticisms of our naval steam en- 
gineering on record. They should be considered, for 
they may hereafter rise in judgment against those who 
ignore them. 

No formal investigation of the objections made to the 
present boiler system in vogue in the Navy should be 
construed as a reflection upon the officials charged with 
the responsibility of introducing and keeping in use the 
boilers now in our ships. Certain fundamental facts 
must be recognized in the beginning. The laying of 
stress upon the absence of the Navy type of boiler from 
the huge Atlantic liners will not appeal to the naval 
engineer. He knows the differences in conditions attach- 
ing to commercial and to naval ships. The necessity 
for producing steam quickly on board a warship does 
not exist on a merchant ship. The latter vessel has 
scheduled days for sailing and the preparation of the 
steam for the hour of starting is an easy matter. The 
warship must be ready to lie off a harbor or in the 
path of an enemy for hours or days, as at Santiago, 
with fires banked, prepared at a moment’s notice to de- 
velop the maximum of power in the minimum of time. 
Practically the same conditions operate with the Navy 
as obtain in fire departments. Fire engines have boilers 
fitted to get up steam with the greatest speed. In a 
word, the Navy must be prepared to jump from a con- 
dition of inertia to one of the highest efficiency as quickly 
as possible. If certain sacrifices in other directions 
have to be made to meet this requirement of quick steam- 
production, naval officers doubtless deem those sacrifices 
to be worth the making. Another fact to be admitted 
is that the principle of the water-tube boiler has had 
a wide application in other navies than our own, which 
may be taken as an evidence that it is appreciated there; 
also that trade and naval ships differ widely in. steam- 
producing requisites. 

No doubt so careful a student of boilers as Mr. See 
has estimated all the extraneous circumstances to be 
taken into consideration and the wide field of possibili- 
ties to be gone over in defining the reason for an ex- 
plosion like that on the Tennessee, and will appreciate 
the difficulties that surrounded the board of investiga- 
tion. He perhaps recalls the scalding on the trial trip 
of the U.S.S. Maine. The explanation of this accident 
was not forthcoming, and it seemed as if the tubes in 
the boiler were at fault, until a small pipe connected 
with the engineer’s water glass was examined, when it 
was found that a-piece of waste left by careless work- 
men inside the boiler had been drawn into the pipe, thus 
giving a wrong reading of the glass. 

That there are serious defects in water-tube boilers 
coincidently existing with the many advantages claimed 
for them none will deny who know the recommenda- 
tions of the British parliamentary committee appoint- 
ed to investigate these defects, in favor of a partial 
return to the cylindrical type. The chief fault found 
with water-tube boilers seems to be connected with the 
tubes, and these troubles chiefly result, according to the 
opinion of experts, from the overheating and burning 
of the tubes. While such explanations as the presence 
of scale, deposits of grease, and corrosion by -gases due 
to the presence of sulphur, etc., may touch contributory 
causes, the principle cause is held by eminent authori- 
ties to be what Mr. See has well set forth in his letters 
to the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, namely, the over- 
heating due to the displacement of the water from the 
heating surfaces by the accumulation of steam which 
cannot escape from the tubes with sufficient rapidity. 
(See ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, June 13, 1908, page 
1133.) 

One may confess to all these defects without admitting 
that the situation is beyond remedy or relief. While 
we do not wish to appear as passing a final technical 
opinion upon so important a subject, it is fitting to note 
that systems have been developed which profess to over- 
come these drawbacks and to reduce the tube troubles 
toa minimum. We do not intend to imply that such sys- 
tems of improvements have not been discussed by our 
naval authorities and their merits weighed. What we 
mean is that these fatal accidents on our warships are 


of too frequent occurrence not to justify a searching 
inquiry into all the claims put forward by the various 
boiler “schools,” in the hope of lifting this shadow of 
menace from the Navy.

THE CULT OF BIG SHIPS. 

In an article published in the Nineteenth Century and 
After, for June, Sir William H. White, K.C.B., ex- 
presses a conservative doubt, which we confess we share 
with him, as to the wisdom of the present craze for big 
ships. As Congress has refused to accept the current na- 
val idea on this subject, it may be well to consider it in 
the light of the criticisms of big ships by the late di- 
rector of British naval construction. As Sir William 
says, “The ‘policy of Goliath’ involves immensely in- 
creased expenditures on each unit, while it fails to pro- 
vide safeguards against some of the most serious risks 
incidental to modern warfare. 

The normal draught of the Dreadnought, as deter- 
mined by the artificial standard of measurement, is 26 
feet 2 inches and her displacement 17,900, while her dis- 
placement tonnage or deep load draught is 22,200 and 
her draught 37 feet 6 inches, an altogether exceptional 
increase of 24 per cent. on the normal or Navy list ton- 
nage. The “sinkage”’ from normal to deep load draught 
in the King Edward is not quite one-third that of the 
Dreadnought or twenty inches only. In other British 
battleships the increase in displacement from normal to 
deep load draught has varied from about four to eight 
per cent., ten to twenty inches; whereas in the Dread- 
nought the inerease is more than 27 per cent. . In later 
vessels of the Dreadnought type, according to the same 
calculation, the displacement will be 23,000 and 23,600 
tons and the draught 32 feet. The big ships of the 
United States, as Sir William White calculates, “will 
have an enormous advantage in draught, being about two 
and one-half feet less when fully laden,” and they will 
be practically of the same load displacement as the 
Dreadnought. 

The cost of the Dreadnought is shown to be close on 
two million pounds, that of the Royal Sovereign being 
less than a million and the Britannia about £1,550,000. 
Two Royal sovereigns can be had for the cost of the 
Dreadnought and five Britannias for the cost of three 
Dreadnoughts. Besides the increase in cost there will be 
a corresponding increase in maintenance and repairs. 

The Dreadnought has an advantage of one and one- 
half to two knots in speed over preceding British battle- 
ships of recent design, but this is largely due to the tur- 
bine, and it is questioned whether this gain in speed gives 
strategical and technical advantages commensurate with 
the- increase in cost and the drawbacks incidental to an 
exceptional deep draught when laden. Many high naval 
authorities contend that it does not, and this is the opin- 
ion of Sir William, who says: “Both sides claim the 
battle of Tsu-Shima as proof of the soundness of their 
opinion ; in the writer’s judgment the ‘Noes’ have it, and 
the price paid for speed has been too great.” 

Sir William thinks that too exclusive attention has 
been concentrated by the advocates of big-gun armaments 
upon armor penetration to the neglect of the greater and 
more distructive “volume of fire” from 6-inch, 8-inch and 
9.2-inch guns. Many vital parts of the Dreadnought and 
other modern battleships lie open to effective attack from 
the 6-inch guns, which show a greater percentage of hits 
even at long range than the 12-inch. 

At load draught the 4-inch armor of the Dreadnought 
is awash or under water and the sides above the armor 
are unprotected; the unprotected area to the upper deck 
(neglected superstructures) is about three or four times 
as great as that of the armor, and the rolling of the 
ship may involve injuries that will lead to the admission 
of quantities of water above the protective deck, with 
possibly disastrous results, while the armor remains in- 
tact. The battle of Tsu-Shima show how great is the 
risk of having the unarmored side and superstructures 
wrecked by fire even at long range. That the risk of 
damage by gun fire to the bottom plating, which is com- 
mon to all ships because of the rolling or pitching motion 
of the vessel, is not negligible was demonstrated during 
the Russo-Japanese War. 

Again, sixty per cent. of the length of the Dreadnought 
12-inch guns is permanently exposed outside the armored 
shield or turrets and liable to serious injury by the fire 
of a 6-inch gun, which did such damage to the Russian 
ships that this gun still deserves a prominent place in 
the armament for battleships. Sir William believes that 
the 6-inch guns should be adopted exclusively as adjuncts 
to 12-inch guns in battleships, have suitable protection 
and be used as anti-torpedo guns as well as in fleet ac- 
tions. Rapid-fire guns may be useful auxiliaries. 

Remembering that on one day the Japanese lost: two 
out of their six battleships by the explosion of submarine 
mines, it cannot be disputed that an extreme concentra- 
tion of fighting power in single ships of enormous size 
and cost may be accompanied by large relative losses. 
Numbers as well as individual fighting capability. are 
obviously essential to success. It is suggested that the 
maneuvering powers of the Dreadnought are inferior to 
those of her predecessors; not a few high authorities 
being of the opinion that some vessels of preceding type 
are individually superior in fighting efficiency to the 
Dreadnought type and a larger number of such vessels 
can be produced. 

Finally, we are told that official renorts will show 
that the inquiry which led to the adoption of the big 
ship ‘was not exhaustive nor marked by the deliberate 
investigation essential to the solution of a problem of 
great difficulty and supreme importance.” 





There has been intense interest in naval circles during 
the week in the conference held at Newport, an account 
of which appears in another column. But little satis- 
faction was felt with the President’s address, which was 
accepted as a matter of formal platitudes carefully 
framed up for public consumption while the real purpose 
of the meeting behind closed doors and with double 
guards was known to be specific discussion of contro- 
verted forms of construction and the safeguarding of 
the lives of officers and men on the ships of the Ameri- 
ean Navy. It had leaked out in one way or another 
that the President was armed with a letter from Com- 
mander Key, which stated distinctly the issues raised by 
the younger body of officers who have at risk of court- 
martial contended for the past few years for certain re- 
forms in construction and administration. One of the 
statements in connection with the Key letter was the 
intelligence that that officer had expressed for himself 
and confreres the view that the 12-inch guns of our 
Navy were antiquated, unsafe and comparatively 
inocuous against the prevailing type of 10-inch gun in 
the British and Japanese navies, It was understood 
that the gravamen of the criticism was directed against 
the plans of the North Dakota, the direct purpose being 
to influence a change in the plans supposed to be tenta- 
tively under headway for the Florida and Utah. So 
direct and forceful were the criticisms of the North 
Dakota according to creditable accounts that it could 
be seriously demanded that even at this late hour 
changes should be made in the construction of that ves- 
sel. Among Navy officers generally, the conference was 
regarded as one of the most important events that has 
oceurred in connection with the upbuilding of the Navy.

The discussion of the respective merits of turbines and 
reciprocating engines shows no sign of flagging during 
the interval between this time and the proposed efficiency 
test_that is to be given the three scout cruisers this fall. 
The argument is made by the friends of reciprocating en- 
gines that there must be regard for practical economy in 
speeds and that the turbine is yet to be proved an eco- 
nomical power at low speeds. The reciprocating engine, 
it is urged, can be run with accurate gauge of speed, 
while the turbine cannot. For the propulsion of a large 
vessel at high speed the turbine is a demonstrated suc- 
cess, but that is not the speed most often required by 
the exigencies of cruising and it is claimed that in actual 
service the turbine would show a cost far in excess of 
any practical advantage secured in emergency speeds. 
The use of the turbine on one or two vessels in fleet for- 
mation co-operating with other ships having reciprocat- 
ing engines would present, it is claimed, excessive diffi- 
culties in fleet maneuvers, and in fog and storm would 
tend to break up the whole movement. There would be, 
moreover, danger of collisions due to different speed ca- 
pabilities and inability of turbines to back down in case 
of necessity to avoid running into vessels having position 
in front. There is, therefore, great interest in the ap- 
proaching trial of the efficiency of the scout cruisers and 
great care will be taken to apply every conceivable form 
of measurement of power and facility in maneuvering 
to the vessels during the trial. The suggestion of our 
correspondent, Horace See, that the turbine and the re- 
ciprocating engine be used together is important, and it 
accords with the decision of one of the German ocean 
liners to adopt this method of propulsion so as to com- 
bine the advantages of the two styles of engine. 
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A second list of majors in the Medicat Corps for ex- 
amination for promotion has been made up. This was 
made necessary by the fact that three officers who were 
ordered before a board in June failed to pass mentally. 
All are regarded as capable surgeons and officers who 
have a good record of service to their credit; but a light 
estimate of the requirements of the examination and the 
unexpected stiffness of the test to which they were put 
no doubt caught them off their guard. One of the se- 
verest parts of the test was an administration problem 
for which several days of the time allotted was given, 
and it is understood that it was this feature of the ex- 
amination that proved the stumbling stone over which 
the officers in question fell down. As they are not priv- 
ileged to have a second examination and nothing short of 
the compassion of Congress in special legislation can 
come to their relief, they are destined to remain on the 
list of majors, while other officers in their grade will be 
examined, and as they demonstrate their fitness for ad- 
vancement will be promoted. The incident has caused no 
little commotion in the Medical Corps and has given 
great satisfaction to advocates of the plan of promotion 
by elimination. Two of the five officers examined passed 
successfully and it is expected that with the example of 
those who failed before them the second draft of can- 
didates will contain no casualties. 
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A despatch of July 23 from Newport, where much na- 


val gossip is afloat just now, says: “There is a rumor ” 


in the naval circle here that Rear Admiral Richard 
Wainwrigitt is booked for command of the Battleship 
Fleet when it returns to the Atlantic after its trip 
around the world, It was said to-day that Admiral 
Sperry, after he brings the ships back into home waters, 
would most likely be assigned to other duty and that 
Rear Admiral Wainwright was most likely to be his suc- 
cessor.” This is rather a far look ahead, as many things 
may happen during the coming seven months, 
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_Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray is hereafter to be designated 
“Chief of Coast Artillery,” in accordance with the Act

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THE PRESIDENT AT THE WAR COLLEGE. 


It is a hopeful sign for the Navy when officers of all 
grades can meet together, as they have done at the 
Naval War College, Newport, this week, to consider in 
council the large question of naval expansion. It is 
precisely such gatherings as these, uninfluenced by rank, 
unaffected by official pressure, that the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL has always relieved would afford the best con- 
sensus of technical opinion as to the most effective 
means of giving to our future ships their highest fight- 
ing value. Hence we see in this assemblage of officers, 
with the Commander-in-Chief as the central figure, a 
potency for good to the Service that gives great signifi- 
cance and importance to the occasion. 

It was but natural that so weighty a meeting should 


be attended by all sorts of journalistic misinterpreta- 
tions, and that the public should have been told in many 
screaming headlines that the most sensational innova- 
tions were about to be adopted and that the whole course 
of naval procedure was on the eve of being overturned. 
We have become accustomed to this attitude of a certain 
part of the public press, especially since so many 
columns of space were given of late to a criticism of 
naval construction prompted by lay ignorance or mis- 
conception. 

The assertion in one New York paper, for example, 
that one of the reasons for the President’s visit to the 
War College and for the conference was “plainly to give 
countenance to the claims persistently advanced by so 
many of the Navy that our present system of Navy 
administration is inherently wrong,” is gratuitously un- 
fair and misleading. That the conference was called 
for an interchange of opinion, is not disputed. That 
there are varying opinions in the Navy on many im- 
portant matters is to be looked for, for the Navy would 
be in danger of dry rot and decadence if so large a body 
of officers should think alike on all subjects. It is by 
the friction of differing minds that the sparks of truth 
leap forth, and the corntry is to be congratulated that 
the officers of the Navy are not a collection of official 
echoes, of sycophantic “‘me-toos,” but have minds of 
their own and the willingness and ability to make their 
views known, so far as permitted by Art. 252, N.R., 
which should be so modified as to admit freer discus- 
sion. To say all that is not to approve the contention 
that the President went all the way to Newport to give 
the high indorsement of his executive presence to such 
flamboyant criticisms of the Navy as have in recent 
times been set forth for the delectation of the reading 
public. It is an appreciation of the breadth and activity 
of the minds of our naval officers that was expressed by 
this first visit of a President to the War College. 

The address of President Roosevelt to the officers, 
preliminary to their meeting in council, on July 22, was, 
as he said, intended more to reach the ear of the public 
than to sway the judgment of the experts before whom 
he spoke. Nearly all the sentiments the President ex- 
pressed would have been accepted a year ago as true by 
any but the most narrow pessimist, but in view of the 
attention which the battleship cruise has focused upon 
naval needs there is little doubt that all his words will 
sink deep into the popular mind. Who, for example, 
will deny the correctness of these views of the Presi- 
dent which are extracted from his Newport address: 

A purely defensive navy, a mere coast defense navy, would 
be almost worthless. To advocate a navy merely for coast de- 
fense stands in point of rational intelligence about on a par 
with advocating the creation of a school of prizefighters in 
which nobody should do anything but parry. No fight was ever 
won yet except by hitting; and the one unforgiveable offense 
in any man is to hit soft. Don’t hit at all if it can possibly 
be ayoided, but if you do hit, hit as hard as you know how. 
That applies to the individual and it applies to the nation, and 
those who advocate a merely defensive navy, a mere coast de- 
fense navy, are advocating that we shall adopt a national prin- 
ciple—the principle of hitting soft. : , 

For the protection of our coasts we need fortifications; we 
need to have these fortifications not merely to protect the salient 
points of our possessions, but we need them so that the navy 
can be foot loose. If war comes at any time in the future that 
Administration under which it comes will indeed be guilty of 
folly if they use the fleet to protect any port. Let the port 
be protected by the fortifications; the fleet must be foot loose 
to search out and destroy the enemy’s fleet. That is the func- 
tion of the fleef; that is the only function that can justify the 
fleet's existence, and that function cannot exist in the case of 
such a ridiculous fleet as the fleet would be if it were only 
possible to use it for coast defense purposes. 

We have taken the Philippines; but if we had not taken 
them not a particle of difference would be made as regards the 
needs of our naval policies. There has been a division among 
this people as to taking the Philippines. There has been no 
division on the Monroe Doctrine; no division on building, 
maintaining, policing and defending the Panama Canal; no di- 
vision about Hawaii and Porto Rico; no division about keeping 
Alaska, which, on the continent, is just as much separated as 
if it was an island; no division about asserting our superior 
right to defend and protect Cuba. 

Not one of the courses of action thus outlined can be fol- 
lowed out excepting with a 4rst-class navy. The Monroe Doc- 
trine was in danger of falling not merely into disuse, but into 
contempt, until we began to build up our navy. The Monroe 
Doctrine, unbacked by a navy, is an empty boast; and there 
exist but few more contemptible characters, individual or na- 
tional, than the man or nation who boasts, and when the boast 
is challenged fails to make good. There is a curious corollary 
to what I am jusi saying. If we are ready to make good the 
claim the chances are infinitesimal that it will ever be neces- 
sary to do so. The real chance of war for this nation comes 
only if we combine a policy which disregards the interests or 
feelings of others with a policy of helplessness to hold our 
own if our right to do as we wish is challenged. If, on the 
other hand, we are ready in very fact to hold our own the 
chance becomes infinitesimal that we will be called upon to do so. 

The theory of certain of our fellow citizens that we can per- 
manently follow a policy of peace with insult is erroneous. We 
must stand up for our rights firmly, but temperately and cour- 
teously, and with all possible respect not merely for the rights 
but for the feelings of others; and finally, gentlemen, we must 
remember that we cannot permanently be certain that we will 
keep our rights, as the world now is, unless we have potential 
force back of them. We have the right to choose who shall 
come here from abroad. It is our duty to exercise that right 
so that it will cause the minimum of offense to any other 
friendly Power, so that it will cause the minimum of friction 
and will be accompanied with the greatest good will and friend- 
ship and evidences of good will and friendship on our part 
toward other Powers. But it is absolutely necessary that if 
we claim for ourselves the right to choose who shall come here 
we shall be in trim to uphold that right if any Power chal- 
lenges it, and it cannot be upheld by words, it cannot be up- 
held by a coast defense navy, by a navy that will parry but 
that won't hit. It cam be upheld only by the possession of an 
efficient fighting navy, a navy able to preserve the honor and 
interest: of the United States, not by inviting attack on our 
shores and then seeing if we cannot repel it, but by taking such 
action as shall guarantee us against our shores being attacked. 

At the present day the Monroe Doctrine is unchallenged, and 
the people abroad who used to sneer at it now say it is a 
pretty. good doctrine after all; a useful doctrine on the whole 
for the peace of the world. What has produced that change? 
Words? Not a bit of it. Diplomacy? Only in so far as 
diplomacy rested on the substantial basis of potential force. 


The voyage of the sixteen battleships around South America, 

ugh the Straits of Magéllan, from Hampton Roads to Puget 
Sound—that was the most instructive object lesson that had 
ever been afforded as to the reality of the Monroe Doctrine. 
Now, gentlemen, the possibilities of misapprehension, of mis- 
construction of what one says are infinite, especially when they 
are accompanied with something of design. I wish to reiter- 
ate and to say with just as much earnestness as I have spoken 
to-day on other subjects, that I want a first-class fighting navy, 
because it is the most effective guarantee of peace that this 
country can have. Uncle Sam can well afford to pay for his 
peace and safety so cheap an insurance policy as is implied in 
the maintenance of the United States Navy. There is not a 
more paying investment that he makes. 

Our duties at home are of the first importance. But our 
duties abroad are of vital consequence also. This nation may 
fail, no matter how well it keeps itself prepared against the pos- 
sibility of disaster from abroad, but it will certainly fail if we 
do not thus keep ourselves prepared. And I ask our people 
to take the keenest and most intelligent interest in the affairs 
of the navy and to watch closely those at Washington in the 
executive department as well who are concerned with the af- 
fairs of the Navy, because as a nation we need greatly in the 
interest of peace, in the intrest of true national greatness, that 
the United States Navy, with its ships, its officers, its enlisted 
men, shall at every point be kept in the highest possible condi- 
tion of efficiency and wellbeing.

It is now stated that Comdr. Albert L. Key has pre- 
pared a letter, in the form of a report, setting forth 
certain important criticisms respecting the type of ves- 
sels regarded as the latest American design—the North 
Dakota, which is now more than fifty per cent. com- 
pleted and is the first of the proposed American Dread- 
noughts. 

The Presidential trip to Newport on the U.S.S. May- 
flower, Comdr. Thomas Snow, U.S.N., in command, was 
not wholly without incident, a lumber schooner being 
run down en route in a fog on July 21. The shock of 
the collision was so slight that the passengers were not 
disturbed. A hole was made in the schooner, however, 
and she began to settle. The Mayflower lowered boats 
and rescued the crew, who were presented to the Presi- 
dent in the morning. 

The Mayflower arrived at Newport about ten o’clock 
on July 22. As the President’s boat passed the old 
frigate Constellation and the trainingship Cumberland 
the crews of both vessels manned the rails and stood at 
salute. On the Mercedes Dock the officers designated 
to attend at the reception of the President were drawn 
up with Admiral Merrell at their head. In the rear 
stood the brigade of apprentice seamen, under arms. 
As President Roosevelt stepped from his boat to the float 
the President’s flag was broken out at the main truck 
of the Constellation while Admiral Merrell’s flag went 
fluttering down from the mizzen and a twenty-one gun 
salute was given. 

The brigade of apprentice seamen presented arms as 
the President, escorted by the Admiral and his staff 
from the War College, proceeded along the wharf. So 
great was the President’s interest in the boys that he 
asked to see them drill and stood for fifteen or twenty 
minutes watching them go through setting up exercises 
and thé semaphore drill. At the end of the drill the 
President thus addressed Boatswain Spicer, in com- 
mand of the brigade: 

I want to speak a word to the commanders of the battalions 
and companies here, and through them to the apprentices. I 
want to say how pleased I am with the bearing, the whole 
tone, look and evident character of this battalion. It is a 
fine thing and, Captain Fullam, I am particularly pleased to 
see it handled as it was by a warrant officer, all the battalion 
and company commanders being chief petty officers. Before 
Santiago in the Army there we always used to say that if every 
commissioned officer were killed the sergeants would take the 
Army into Santiago. I believe in the enlisted men of the 
American Navy with all my heart. I believe that we now 
have the enlisted men brought to such a point that if in battle 
on a given ship the commissioned officers were all killed the 
enlisted men would be capable of bringing the fight to a vic- 
torious conclusion, and doing it all, fire, control and everything. 
Captain Fullam, I congratulate you, and Admiral, I congratu- 
late you. 

The President’s address at the War College was de- 
livered in his usual emphatic way, and was listened to 
by about two hundred officers. After the address the 
room was cleared of all visitors except officers and sev- 
eral women, preparatory to the conference. Among 
those who heard the President’s speech were Acting 
Secretary Newberry and Gen. Horace Porter, president 
of the Navy League. The only women present were 
Miss Nelly Tyler, a cousin of the President; Mrs. New- 
berry, Mrs. C. Grant La Farge and Mrs. William F. 
Fullam, wife of the commandant of the station. 

The President and his party left the War College 
grounds shortly before 3 o’clock. They proceeded direct- 
ly to the Mayflower and a few moments later the guns 
of the warships gave a parting salute. The. Presidential 
party reached Oyster Bay without incident early on 
July 23. 
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According to advices received by the War Department, 
cholera. has been stamped out in the Department of the 
Philippines. Some sporadic cases of the disease recently 
have been reported, but at’ no time did the trouble ap- 
proximate an epidemic. No further cases are expected 
this season. ‘There have been over 600 deaths from 
cholera in 1908 among the natives in the islands, but 
very few among American troops. 


DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


Acting Comptroller Mitchell made several decisions 
on questions of Navy pay under the new law, July 13. He 
has decided that officers of the Navy appointed from 
civil life are entitled to five. years’ constructive service 
when drawing pay under the pay tables in force prior to 
the Personnel Act, but not officers originally appointed 
from civil life who were retired prior to the passage of 
the Personnel Act of March 3, 1899. It is further decid- 
ed that commissioned officers of the Navy attached to 
receivingships are entitled to ten per centum additional 


pay for sea duty and for shore duty beyond continental 
limits. The law of May 13, 1908, has made no change in 
this respect. 

_A paymaster’s clerk is entitled to mileage when trav- 
eling under orders in the United States. On the ques- 
tion of the pay of retired rear admirals the Assistant 
Comptroller decides as follows: “The pay of a com- 
misstoned officer on the active list under said Act of May 
13, 1908, is the pay of his rank or grade plus his longev- 
ity pay as therein provided. The word ‘service’ as used 
in the provision, ‘Hereafter all commissioned officers of 
the active list of the Navy shall receive the same pay 
and allowances according to rank and length of service,’ 
and also as used in the provision in regard to the pay of 
officers now on the retired list, has reference to the ser- 
vice for which additional pay is provided, and by the ex- 
press terms of the act of the provision for additional pay 
for length of service, known as longevity pay, is not ap- 
plicable to rear admirals. The pay of a rear admiral 
either on the active or the retired list is therefore neither 
determined nor affected by length of service. The pay of 
a rear admiral on the active list depends upon whether 
he is a rear admiral of the first nine or of the second 
nine, and the pay of an officer now on the retired list 
with the rank of rear admiral depends upon whether he 
ranks for pay purposes with a rear admiral on the active 
list of the first nine or the second nine. Rear admirals 
for pay purposes were divided by the Navy Personnel 
Act of March 3. 1899 (30 Stat., 1005), into two ranks 
or grades, the first nine and the second nine, while for 
other purposes they have the same rank, and the two 
grades for pay purposes are continued by the Act of May 
13, 1908. There was but one grade of rear admiral 
prior to the passage of the Personnel Act, which ranks 
with the highest or first nine as now constituted. A 
rear admiral, therefore, who was retired as such prior to 
the passage of the Act of March 3, 1899, now ranks with 
and is entitled to pay based on that provided for a rear 
admiral of the first nine on the active list under the Act 
of May 13, 1908.” 

As to what commissioned officers, if any, are entitled 
to rations or commutation therefor while on sea duty, 
the Comptroller says: “By the Navy Personnel Act of 
March 3, 1899, the pay and allowances of the officers of 
the line, Medical and Pay Corps were assimilated to 
that of officers of corresponding rank in the Army, and 
the pay and allowances of the commissioned warrant offi- 
cers created by that act were assimilated to the pay and 
allowances then allowed a second lieutenant in the Ma- 
rine Corps. As the allowance of a ration was not an al- 
lowance to which officers of the Army and Marine Corps 
were entitled the said officers of the Navy whose pay 
and allowances were so assimilated were not entitled 
thereto after the passage of said Act of March 3, 1899, 
but the right of other officers of the Navy to said allow- 
ance was not affected thereby. The officers of the Navy 
who were entitled to receive a ration prior to the pas- 
sage of the Act of May 13, 1908, are still entitled to that 
allowance under the provision of said act prohibiting 
the reduction of pay or allowances; and also by the ex- 
press provisions contained in the appropriation ‘Provi- 
sions, Navy,’ which appropriation specifically excludes 
from its application the said officers who were not en- 
titled to rations under the Navy Personnel Act. I am 
therefore of opinion that the officers of the Navy, other 
than the commissioned officers of the line, Medical and 
Pay Corps, and commissioned warrant officers, are en- 
titled to rations or commutation therefor under Sections 
1578 and 1579 of the Revised Statutes.” 

As to the status of midshipmen, the Assistant Comp- 
troller says: “The Naval Academy is part of the ma- 
chinery of the Navy. The midshipmen are appointed by 
the Secretary of the Navy by direction of the President. 
They are required to engage to serve for eight years un- 
less sooner discharged by competent authority. They 
must take an oath and bind themselves to bear true faith 
and allegiance to the United States and that they will 
serve them honestly and faithfully against all their ene- 
mies, and that they will obey the orders of the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the orders of the officers 
appointed over them according to the rules and articles 
for the government of the United States Navy. They 
are required to wear the uniform prescribed by the naval 
authorities. They are borne upon the Navy Register as 
a part of the active list of the line of the Navy. They 
are upon the pay roll; their salary is fixed by law; and 
they are paid from the appropriation, Pay of the Navy. 
That they are in the naval service I do not think can be 
questioned. They are by law officers in a qualified sense. 
They are not now and never were commissioned officers. 
While they are not officers within the meaning of Art. 


. 86, Sec. 1624, Rev. Stat., as was decided in the case of 


Weller v. U.S., yet following the reasoning of the court 
in the case of U.S. v. Cook, and the authorities therein 
cited, I am of opinion they are officers on the active list 
of the Navy within the meaning of the above provision 
of the Act of May 13, 1908.” 

As to the pay of Capt. T. S. Phelps, jr., U.S.N.,. Assist- 
ant Comptroller Mitchell says: ‘The joint resolution of 
March 3, 1863, is not in irreconcilable conflict with the 
Act of May 13, 1908, nor do I think it inconsistent with 
that act. The requirements as to estimates which you 
quote from the Act of May 13 evidently contemplate that 
there may be cases under the act where the additional 
pay for service on sea duty may lawfully be paid to offi- 
cers employed on shore. The joint resolution in ques- 
tion provides that the pay of the officer of the Navy as- 
signed to the command of the Mare Island Navy Yard 
shall be the sea pay of his grade. This clearly means 
that such officer in that command shall receive the same 
pay he would be entitled to if serving at sea. That pay 
under the Act of May 13, 1908, is the grade pay fixed by 
the act with ten per centum additional or, in the case 
of Capt. T. S. Phelps, jr., $5,500. I am of opinion that 
he is entitled to pay at that rate while in command of 
the Mare Island Navy Yard.” 

It is decided that Civil Engr. Calvin Brown, U.S.N., 
retired, is, by reason of a credit of over twenty years’ 
active service, entitled as retired pay to $3,000 per an- 
num, that being three-quarters the pay of a lieutenant 
commander after twenty years’ service. 

Lieut. Col..W. W. Robison, jr.. D.Q.M. General, hav- 
ing accepted a lot of horses, for which he had no stabling, 
paid the contractor who furnished the horses for taking 
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care of them until ‘they could be shipped. The Auditor 
disallowed the account, $733.30. The Comptroller al- 
lowed it, holding that the responsibility of the contractor 
ceased when the horses were accepted, and it was proper 
that he should be employed to care for the accepted 
horses at the expense of the government. 

Major Leon §S. Roudiez, th Inf., asked that $4,- 
280.40 be stopped out of money due the N.P.R. Rd. for 
certain jewelry and silverware lost in transit, the J.A.G. 
having decided that the railroad is responsible, and it 
refusing to pay. The Comptroller says: “The govern- 
ment under certain conditions and restrictions undertakes 


“ to furnish transportation for the effects of an_ officer. 


The government is thereby obligated to pay for the said 
transportation. Any claim for loss or damage to the 
property by the transportation company is a matter be- 
tween the officer and the said company, and should be 
adjusted between them. I know of no authority of law 
for the withholding of money due by. the government 
from a claimant on account of an indebtedness of the 
said claimant to another person.” 

First Lieut. Charles W. Barber, 2d Inf., having availed 
himself of a leave to travel in Europe when ordered from 
the Philippines with his regiment, put in a claim of $35 
for constructive travel between Manila and San Fran- 
cisco, the amount paid the officers who came direct on 
the transport Crook. The Comptroller allows the claim. 

It is decided that where an officer of the organized mi- 
litia below the grade of major, who is required to be 
mounted, provides his own mount during an encamp- 
ment, “he is entitled to the additional pay provided by 
law on account of the mount or mounts so provided.” 
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ATLANTIC BATTLESHIP FLEET. 


The Atlantic Battleship Fleet, after an enjoyable stay 
at Honolulu, left that port on July 22 for the trip of 
3,850 miles to Auckland, where the fleet is due Aug. 9, 
and where six days will be spent as the guests of the 
New Zealanders. As the fleet weighed anchor large 
crowds were on the shore to bid it adieu and a num- 
ber of the prominent citizens of Honolulu on the naval 
tug Iroquois accompanied the fleet several miles to sea. 
The Minnesota did not sail with the rest of the fleet, but 
remained at Honolulu for mail. She was ordered to sail 
on July 23 and rejoin the fleet at sea. 

On the night of July 17 a brilliant ball was given in 
the great pavilion on Waikiki Beach, attended by several 
thousand persons. The beach was illuminated and the 
pavilion decorated with tropical foliage. Searchlights 
from the ships in the harbor were played upon the scene, 
which was one of picturesque beauty. Rear Admiral 
Sperry received with Governor Frear, who previously 
had entertained Rear Admiral Sperry, Captain Wain- 
wright, Captain Schroeder, Chief Constructor Capps and 
the commanding officers of all. the ships at a dinner. 

Among others at the dance were Mrs. W. H. H. South- 
erland and daughters, and also the wives of the following 
officers who had arrived in the morning on the Japanese 
liner Tenyo Maru: Mrs. A. B. Cook, Mrs. John J. Hy- 
land, Mrs. Dion Williams, Mrs. K. G. Castleman, Mrs. 
R. ‘W. McNeely, Mrs. John H. Merriam, Mrs. H. C. 
Mustin, Mrs. R. F. Nicholson, Mrs. E. F. Qualtrough 
and Mrs. H. A. Hare, most of whom will follow the fleet 
around the world, except for the Australian cruise. 

On July 18 Rear Adniiral Sperry directed the landing 
of some 2,000 bluejackets and marines for a shore pa- 
rade under command of Capt. William P. Potter, of the 
Vermont, and it was witnessed by the population, con- 
sisting of eight thousand Americans among many Japan- 
ese, Portuguese, Puerto Ricans, Chinese, Coreans and 
East Indians. The people were much impressed by the 
display and in the crowds which lined the route of the 
parade were thousands of Chinese and Japanese, num- 
bers of whom had come from the sugar plantations and 
other outlying districts. 

The Japanese and Chinese were conspicuous by the 
cordiality of their greeting to the men. 

Full opportunity was given the people to visit the bat- 
tleships and the decks were crowded from early in the 
morning until late in the afternoon. The men were en- 
tertained ashore with field games and athletic sports, 
and the officers were entertained at a “laua,” or native 
feast, under beautiful, shady trees, followed by native 
dances by garlanded Hawaiian girls. In the afternoon 
the officers were taken on an excursion to Pearl Harbor, 
over the Oahu Railway, and in the evening were dined 
at the Commercial Club, all the Federal and Territorial 
officials and principal business men being present. 

Several additional cases of scarlet fever broke out on 
the Nebraska during the voyage from San Francisco. 
She went to Lahaia July 18 to be thoroughly fumigated. 
The crew of the Nebraska, officers and men, passed the 
bacteriological examination and the whole 950 were re- 
leased from quarantine restrictions. The ship was also 
released. Nine diphtheria suspects were transferred to 
the hospital ship Relief. 

Some of the officers of the Connecticut and Georgia 
rented a bungalow at Waikiki, where they stayed when 
ashore. Mrs. Swansey gave a delightful dance on July 
19, and Rear Admiral Sperry, Captain Osterhaus and 
the officers of the Connecticut in return gave a reception 
on board on July 20. The quarter deck was housed in 
with a gay canopy and decorated with American and 
Hawaiian flags. Foreign Consuls at Honolulu, including 
the Japanese and Chinese Envoys, were present. Rear 
Admiral Sperry, Captain Osterhaus, Commander Van 
Duzer and the wardroom officers received at the gang- 
way. Refreshments were served and dancing was a 
feature of the affair. Mrs. Castleman, Mrs. McNeely, 
Mrs. Merriam, Mrs. Jackson, Mrs. Southerland, Mrs. 
Rees, Mrs. Smith and the Misses Southerland, of the 
Navy circle, attended, as did also prominent officials and 
residents of Honolulu. There were also a number of en- 
joyable private entertainments. 

Capt. Corwin P. Rees, U.S.N., gave a reception at the 
naval station on July 19 in honor of the officers of the 
fleet. The good conduct men were ‘given shore leave anid 
enjoyed themselves. Many of them went to Waikiki, a 
watering place a short distance from Honolulu, where a 
water carnival was held. Hundreds of the sailors sought 
to imitate the natives in the sport of surf riding. Near- 
ly all of them found themselves floundering in the ocean 
instead of going as did the natives, through the surf at 
great speed on a piece of plank. However, the sailors 
enjoyed the fun. 

By the bursting of the steam pipe of the forward star- 
board boiler of the Kearsarge on July 18 five men were 
scalded and three of them received serious injuries. 

Tons of fresh fruits were distributed to the fleet on 
July 19. Each ship received a decorated scow bearing 
the fruit and accompanied by native singers with bands 
of music. ‘The naval tug Iroquois went ashore July 19 
pear Pearl Harbor while conveying the Schroeder Invyes- 


tigation Board to that place. 'The members of the board 
were obliged to go ashore and walk several miles to the 
railway before they could continue their trip. The ves- 
sel was not damaged. 

An excursion to Pearl Harbor was made on July 20. 
Chief. Constructor Capps, Captains Vreeland, of the Kan- 
sas; Sharp, of the Virginia, and Beatty, of the Wiscon- 
sin, made the trip on the naval tug Iroquois, accom- 
panied by Capt. C. W. Otwell, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A.,. 
who is superintending the development of_the fortifica- 
tions in Hawaii. One hundred and sixty-five officers of 
the fleet made the trip in automobiles. Ensign R. M. 
Brainard, of the Louisiana, en route to Pearl Harbor in 
an automobile on July 20, was thrown out and received 
several small cuts on his face. Ensign B. McCandless, 
of the same ship, was also thrown out, but was unhurt. 

On July 21 one hundred officers attended a surfing 
party given by Mrs. Clive Davis at Waikiki. They rode 
the waves in outrigger canoes and on surfing boards and 
were delighted at the sport. Chief Constructor Capps 
left on the Kansas to return to the United States. 

.The crew of the New Jersey cabled Rear Admiral] 
Goodrich at New York, through Captain Southerland, 
to send elaborate flowers to the funeral of Captain Me- 
Crea, formerly commander of their sister ship, the Geor- 
gia, in their names. 
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CELEBRATION AT QUEBEC. 


The chief feature of the Quebec tercentennial celebra- 
tion has been the presence of the future king of England, 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, who arrived at the historic 
Canadian city in the afternoon of July 22 on board H. 
M.S. Indomitable. He landed to an accompaniment of 
a deafening roar of guns from the international fleet of 
British, French and American warships, gathered there 
to assist in the exercises. Upon the wharves and ter- 
raced heights of the picturesque city were massed 50,000 
people, who were deeply impressed when the great Brit- 
ish battleship, with the royal standard flying, came to 
anchor amid the double column of foreign men-of-war 


and the Prince was welcomed ashore by Governor Gen- 
eral Ear] Grey, and Premier Laurier, flanked by thou- 
sands of soldiers. 

The New Hampshire, the latest creation in battleships 
of the American Navy, had rather dominated the situa- 
tion by her imposing size up to the afrival of the In- 
domitahle. Though the Indomitable has a tonnage of 
17,250, while the New Hampshire has 16,200, the dif- 
ference was enough to give the correspondents a chance 
to give free rein to their love for “local color,” as wit- 
ness this from one newspaper observer: ‘As the Indom- 
itable swung alongside the New Hampshire, the colos- 
sal magnitude and power of the British ship stood out in 
bold relief against the American battleship, which looked 
like a delicate white yacht beside this truly monstrous 
engine of destruction. Back of her came the Minotaur, 
another naval colossus.” 

Vice-President Fairbanks, accompanied by his military 
staff, Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray and Major T. Bentley 
Mott, U.S.A., arrived in the morning and was greeted 
with the roar of saluting guns from the British, French 
and American warships as he crossed the river from 
Levis to Quebec. He was met at Levis on the St. Law- 
rence opposite Quebec by Admiral Cowles, U.S. Consul 
Henry, and a guard of honor. At the King’s landing, on 
the Quebec side, a deputation of officers from the Gov- 
ernor General’s household welcomed the American rep- 
resentative and escorted him to Spencerwood, his resi- 
dence during his stay. 

On the New Hampshire things were kept on the jump, 
but all went smoothly with one exception, wrote the New 
York Herald correspondent. This was when things were 
tangled up with the red tape of British naval regulations. 
Captain Winslow was very anxious to have the uniforms 
correct for the official visit to the Prince. After several 
inquiries he got this answer by signal: “Full dress for 
officers. No. 1 dress for men.” As “No. 1 dress” is a 
carefully guarded secret of the British naval code, it had 
the captain guessing. The latter and his officers were 
kept on the jump. Lieut. Comdr. Roger Welles, the ex- 
ecutive officer, had to appear in three different uniforms 
hefore twelve o’clock, and his comrades fared no better. 

H.R.H., in responding to Premier Laurier’s address 
giving assurance of the loyalty and devotion of Canada, 
spoke in both English and French, making happy refer- 
ence to the loyalty of English and French Canadians 
alike. ‘The Prince was then driven in an open carriage 
through rifle-fringed streets to the citadel, where the 
royal quarters were established. The royal escort was 
furnished, by the Northwest mounted police, their mag- 
nificent riding and physique, their cowboy hats and scarlet 
coats eliciting universal admiration. The military dis- 
play was brilliant, with scarlet-coated Grenadiers, bare- 
legged Highlanders in tartan, the Queen’s Own Rifles, 
and the cowboy riders from the Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice. Over 12,000 troops and 8,000 sailors were concen- 
trated in the city for the parade before the Prince on 
July 23. 

While the visit of a prince of the royal blood is not 
usual, it is safe -to say that navai men took an equal in- 
terest in the battleship Indomitable, often called the 
“mystery ship’ from the secrecy which attended her re- 
cent construction. One observer said she is a complete 
departure from the old battleship and is little more than 
a huge gun platform with all top hamper cleared away 
so as to give open sweep to her eight 12-inch guns, capa- 
ble of firing fore or aft or broadside with a concentrated 
fire of 13,600 pounds of steel projectiles every minute. 
The old-time mast and fighting tops are eliminated and 
in their place is seen for the’ first time the steel tripod 
masts, fore and aft, part of which can be shot away and 
the rest stand. She is the first of the Dreadnought type 
of ship to be seen in North American waters. 

The U.S.S. New Hampshire, the Navy representative 
of the United States, arrived at the city on July 20 and 
saluted the citadel and exchanged salutes with French 
and English warships. Rear Admiral W. S. Cowles, 
Capt. Cameron McR. Winslow, and the chief officers 
called on the Governor General, the Mayor and other 
dignitaries and received a hearty welcome. The fine 
lines of the New Hampshire, in contrast with the low 
squatty bulldog type of French warship, caused favorable 
comment. Being the only ship not wearing a_ state 
color, she was the most conspicuous. Admiral Jaurégui- 
berry, of the French fleet, on July 21 returned the visit 
made the day before by Admiral Cowles and later the 
Americans were entertained at luncheon aboard the flag- 
ship Leon Gambetta, where they met the Governor Gen- 
eral, the Lieutenant Governor, the Duke of Norfolk, Lord 
Lovatt, and the British admirals. Lord Roberts, who is 





one of the “lions,” having another engagement, could not 
be present. 

One of the most interesting events of the celebration 
was an historic pageant on the plains of Abraham, where 





General Wolfe defeated the Marquis Montcalm, sealing 
the fate of French rule in Canada, and descendants of 
the Wolfe and Montcalm families were conspicuous in 
this pageant.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., sailed north 
from Sydney, N.S., July 17, on the steamer Roosevelt. 
The Roosevelt sailed with the pennant of the New York 
Yacht Club at her foremast. On the way out of the 
harbor she exchanged flag salutes with the French 
cruiser Desaix and the Royal Cape Breton Yacht Club. 
The auxiliary coaling steamer Eric left at midnight for 
Hawkesbury on the Labrador coast, where she will be 
joined by the Roosevelt. At Hawkesbury the Eric will 
take on board several tons of whale meat that is await- 
ing her, and then both vessels will continue north, touch- 
ing at some point further up the coast to leave mail. 
Every available space on both the Roosevelt and Eric 
is loaded with coal. Both bunkers are full and the decks 
covered with fuel in bags. Commander Peary said: “I 
believe that the present expedition goes north in better 
shape and with better prospects of success than any of 
the previous ones. But I have met with too many re- 
verses and have had too much experience to be unduly 
sanguine. I look for the co-operation of every member 
of the expedition and hope this time to win the prize 
after so many years of failure.” 

A despatch from Honolulu, July 20, says: “An in- 
vestigation is now in progress to discover, if possible, 
the cause of the bursting of a tube in the forward boiler 
of the battleship Kearsarge, which resulted in the terri- 
ble injury of three men and threatened the death of 
twenty others last Saturday. Only the fact that the ves- 
sel was proceeding under half steam prevented a terrible 
accident. Acts of great heroism are reported, the unin- 
jured sailors rushing through scalding steam and drag- 
ging out the three unconscious men. Many were burned 
in the performance of this duty.” 

Hospital Apprentice W. W. Arnold, U.S.N., on duty 
at Boston, Mass., has received a letter from Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Newberry, under date of July 
22, which says: “The Department heartily commends 
you for your gallant action as set forth in the following 
quoted report of Med. Inspr. Harvey E. Ames, U.S.N., 
forwarded approved by the commandant, navy yard, 
Boston, Mass.: ‘I earnestly invite the attention of the 
Department to the heroic action of Wallace W. Arnold, 
hospital apprentice, U.S. Navy, in saving the life of 
Master Harry Silverman, of No. 25 Division street, 
Chelsea, Mass.- The boy ventured into the deep water 
from the hospital pier, not knowing its depth. He was 
rapidly drowning, and the alarm was given by some of 
his playmates. Arnold ran a distance of a thousand 
yards, dove in, and saved the boy, who was in an un- 
conscious state. This prompt action of Arnold saved a 
life.’ ” 

The Naval Academy has received photographs of Seu- 
manutafa, chief of Apia, whose noble work in saving the 
lives of our seamen during the storm of March, 1889, 
which wrecked so many vessels in Apia Harbor, entitles 
him to an honored place in naval history. Also a photo- 
graph of Fatatulia, his wife, who ministered to our res- 
cued sailors so assiduously and lovingly on that occasion. 

A despatch from Honolulu July 21 states that United 
States Attorney Breckens has filed information against 
Lieut. Comdr. Thomas F. Carter, U.S.N., charging him 
with malicious assault on F. B. Moore, a newspaper 
man, at the naval station several weeks ago. The hear- 
ing was continued to Aug. 31. Lieutenant Commander 
Carter is in command of the U.S.S. Iroquois, stationed 
at Honolulu. He had demanded a retraction of certain 
statements appearing in the Bulletin, on which Moore 
is employed. Moore declined to admit that the state- 
ments complained of: were false and there was an alter- 
cation during which Carter struck Moore with his fist. 
Lieutenant Commander Carter recently has been as- 
signed as executive officer of the Georgia. 

The Navy Ordnance Bureau has tentatively awarded 
contracts for gun forgings, for which proposals were 
opened early in July, to the Bethlehem Steel Company 
eight sets of 12-inch forgings, four sets of 8-inch, and 
thirty-four sets of 3-inch; the Midvale Steel Company 
eight sets of 12-inch forgings, four sets of 8-inch, and 
thirty-four sets of 3-inch; and the Crucible Steel Com- 
pany thirty-five sets of 3-inch forgings. Bids will be 
opened in the Bureau of Ordnance on July 22 for 2,000 
7-inch target shell, and a week later for finished guns, 
eight of 12-inch caliber, two of 8-inch, and ten of 6-inch. 
The total value of this contract for the finished ordnance 
will amount to about $750,000.

Under the command of Capt. Alfred Reynolds the new 
armored cruiser Montana was placed in commission at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard July 21. In the presence of the 
full complement of officers and men, who were assem- 
bled on deck, the ship was officially turned over to the 
command of Captain Reynolds. To the strains of “The 
Star Spangled Banner” a handsome United States flag‘ 
was unfurled ta the breeze. The Montana will begin 
to take on stores for her shaking down trip to Guanta- 
namo. It is expected that the Montana and her sister 
ship, the North Carolina, will form the nucleus of the 
new armored cruiser division of the Atlantic Fleet and 
that they will soon be joined by the Tennessee and Wash- 
ington, now on the Pacific. 

The U.S. cruiser Albany, now at Amapala, Honduras, 
will continue her cruise from that port to San Francisco 
intead of returning to Panama, as intended, to secure 
hospital treatment for Lieut. Paul A. Capron, of the 
Marine Corps, who was ill with malarial fever. The 
change in plans is due to the decided improvement in the 
condition of the officer.

A report to the Navy Department says the naval wire- 
less station at Farallone Islands, California, held com- 
munication with the cruiser St. Louis for fifty-three 
hours out of Honolulu, 1,460 miles distant, her signals 
coming in loud and clear. Several messages were ex- 
changed. 

The battleships Maine, Capt. Giles B. Harber and 
Alabama, Capt. T. E. D. W. Veeder, from Honolulu on 
June 23, arrived at Manila July 20, to stay some ten 
days, during which time they will hold target practice. 

A telegram from Newport relative to the collision of 
the Mayflower with a schooner states that the May- 
flower was not materially damaged, and that she pro- 
ceeded to Newport on the duty upon which she is en- 
gaged. It further states that the schooner was aban- 
doned at a point southwest by west, three-quarters west 
of Faulkner’s Island, distant from the island six and 
three-quarters miles. She was loaded with bundles of 
lath. Her mainmast was carried away, leaving her jib 
and foresail set. Her red light was burning brightly 
when her crew abandoned her and went aboard the May- 
flower. The tug Chickasaw has left Newport to hunt for 
the schooner. . 


The Navy Bureau of Ordnance shipped from_the 
Washington Gun Foundry this week to the New York 
Shipbuilding Company, of Camden, N.J., for the Michi- 
gan, one 21-inch by 5m. Mark I submerged torpedo tube, 
port. 

A singular and fatal accident occurred to Joseph 
James Henry, seaman, while engaged at gun drill at the 
naval training station at Newport, on July 23. His 
necktie caught in the gearing and his head was drawn 
into the cogs and the man was killed. His next of kin 
is Charles McCash, of Jackson, Tenn. Captain Fre- 
mont, of the Mississippi, has ordered an immediate and 
full investigation, and also has issued a general order 
that no member of a gun crew shall enter a turret, or 
ammunition passage, wearing a blouse. 

A new military mast has been ordered constructed 
for the Massachusetts similar to that which withstood 
fire on the Florida (now the Tallahassee) in the recent 
tests on the Potomac. Orders also have been given to 
expedite the supplementary work on the Massachusetts 
with a view to her early competition. Much of this work 
has been approved from time to time during the past 
year, and a considerable part of it has been recently 
decided upon. The fire control system is to be made as 
complete and perfect as possible. 

With the completion of the scout cruiser Salem on 
July 27 the prospect seems good for holding the pro- 
posed efficiency trial of that ship and her sisters, the 
Birmingham and Chester, as early as next January. In- 
deed, that date has been tentatively under consideration 
during the last few days. It will be some time yet be- 
fore the fitting of the Salem will be done, and there must 
follow her shaking down cruise and complete fitting out 
for sea service. 

No award has yet been made in the matter of the 
competition for the construction of the new coal hand- 
ling plant to be put in at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 
The companies bidding were authorized to submit their 
own designs and these are under consideration. The 
question of cost does not enter into the matter so much 
as the practical advantages of the respective designs. 

Paymr. George P. Dyer, U.S.N., who has just re- 
turned from a stay of over two months at San Fran- 
cisco, where he has been engaged in fitting out the 
supplyships of the Battleship Fleet, returned to Wash- 
ington the past week and immediately went on to New- 
port, where he will for the rest of the summer pursue a 
special course of study in the Naval War College. 

The Austrian floating dock to be built at Pola, with a 
capacity of 20,000 tons, has the following dimensions: 
Length, 146 meters; breadth, 42.7 meters; height, 18.5 
meters. The draft when holding an 18,000-ton ship will 
be 14.9 meters; for a 20,000-ton ship, 15.4 meters. To 
be completed early in 1910, the cost will be $1,275,000 

Surveys have been approved for a considerable amount 
of new work on the Princeton, which is at the Puget 
Sound yard, and that ship and the Petrel and Vicks- 
burg, which are at Mare Island, are to have a general 
overhauling. The surveys for the latter two ships were 
made some time ago, but the work has been postponed 
for want of an appropriation. 

Bids inviting proposals for furnishing 8,270,000 
pounds of dynamite for excavating on the Isthmian Ca- 
nal construction have been opened at Washington. This 


is a nine months’ supply of the explosive, deliveries to 
Oct, 15 and to continue at the rate. of 1,000,000 


pounds per month. The E. I. Du Pont de Nemours 
Powder Company, of Wilmington, Del., was the lowest 
bidder at $907,460.

MANILA NOTES. 
Manila, P.I., June 14, 1908. 

For many months a very large force of workmen, under 
the guiding skill of an American expert and engineer, have 
been laying a new water pipe to this city, connecting with the 
main spring of good water at Mariquina Valley. Nothing 
remained to complete the great work but to connect the main 
aqueducts and cause the flow to be continuous. So due 
notice had been given the people of this large place to pre- 
pare for the water supply to be cut off entirely from seven 
o’clock last night until five o’clock this (Sunday) morning. 
A sufficient squad of workmen were provided to accomplish 
the important job at night while the city was supposed to 
sleeping. Every precaution was taken both by the fire and 
police departments for the protection of life and property 
should a fire or any accident occur during the night. But 
most fortunately not a single fire or serious accident was re- 
ported during the hours the city water pipes were empty. 

The water of the tremendous spring in the Mariquina Val- 
ley that is to supply the city of Manila with water is said 
to be very pure, clear and of an excellent quality for health. 
A squadron of the 10th Cavalry from Fort William McKinley 
have been on guard duty at the main reservoir at Mariquina 
Valley since last January. The scenery at Mariquina is 
beautifully described by Capt. John A. Murtagh, Med. Corps, 
attending surgeon at Fort William McKinley, who accom- 
panied a company of engineers some weeks ago that was 
taking a practice march through this valley for the sake 
of trial building of pontoon bridges.

At a recent meeting of the Merchants Association, attended 
by members of the Army and Navy, plans were discussed 
as to making preparations for the reception and entertain- 
ment of the great naval fleet, which is due here Oct. 1. The 
Governor General made the speech of his life, and aroused 
great enthusiasm among his hearers about the hospitable way 
in which ,Manila is going to receive our men-of-war. He 
led off with a personal subscription of a thousand pesos 
towards the fund for the fleet’s entertainment. The Com- 
mission and Assembly have voted an appropriation of one 
hundred thousand pesos, and, with the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, private subscriptions and other donations the amount 
available will easily reach over three hundred thousand pesos. 
Arrangements have just been perfected by which one of the 
best bands on earth, the Constabulary band of Manila, is to 
go to Australia to help in the welcome there, to return with 
the fleet and assist in the welcome here. So anxious was the 
Commonwealth of Australia to have the Constabulary band 
that they will pay all expenses of the entire band, numbering 
eighty pieces, and in command of Capt. W. H. Loving, if the 
Insular government will allow them to be present at Sidney 
or Melbourne, Australia, when the fleet arrives, and have 
agreed to give to each man a warm outfit of clothes, to cost 
one hundred pesos per man. The clothes are to be made in 
Manila, and have already been ordered, and will be the prop- 
erty of the respective man thereafter. 

The Governor General has named a committee of welcome, 
which includes Capt. Malvern-Hill Barnum, 8th Cav., aide to 
General Weston, and Major Gonzalez S. Bingham, Q.M. The 
honorable presidents are: Mr. James F. Smith, Governor Gen- 
eral; Major Gen. Jonn F. Weston, Rear Admiral Joseph N. 
Hemphill, and the Speaker of the Assembly, Mr. Sergio 
Osmena. Paymr. M. B. Izard, Navy, and Lieut. Ool. James 
E. Mahoney, Marine Corps, are members. 

On June 11 the cruiser Chattanooga reached the Cavite 
Navy Yard, and during the afternoon the cruiser Galveston 
dropped anchor at the same harbor, both back from the China 
coast. Lieat. Comdr. Charles M. McCormick, U.S.N., who 
has been inspector of powder at the naval station at Cavite, 
has relieved Lieut. Comdr. Marbury Johnston as commander 
of the fisheries steamer Albatross, which recently returned 
from a cruise. Chief Btsn. R. O. Me 8, U.S.N., who has 








been at Cavite and left on the Sheridan, has been in the 
Islands since May, 1898, when he was a member of the crew 
of the Olympia, being at the wheel during Admiral Dewey’s 
course in entering and while in Manila Bay. 

Corps, entertained at a hand- 
some dinner party a few evenings ago at the Army and Navy 
Club in compliment to Brig. Gen. and Mrs. Albert L. Mills. 
Among the guests was the Governor General. 

The 26th Company of Philippine Scouts, from Cagayanes, 
106 men, under command of Lieut. Edward Bennett, have 
arrived at Camp Avery, Corregidor, on the Vizcaya boat, 
among the first detachment of Scouts to take station at Cor- 
regidor, following out the plan to have the troops on duty at 
this point of natives.

Camp Stotsenburg, P.I., June 20, 1908.

Lieutenant Nolan has been detailed on 
recruiting duty, and will be stationed at Columbus Barracks, 
Ohio, for the present. Major Allen M. Smith, the post sur- 
geon, made a brief visit to Manila during the week. 

On June 10 the officers of the Artillery Corps played the 
Cavalry officers one of the most interesting and exciting 


games of baseball of the season. The entire garrison turned 
out to root for their respective favorites, and whenever a 
particularly brilliant play was made, of which there were 
many, pandemonium prevailed. The features of the game 
were the base running of Dr. Scott, who played with the 
Cavalry team, and the reversible battery of the latter team, 
Captain Craig and Lieutenant Bailey.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


The officers of the 1st Brigade, Louisiana National Guard, 
which is made up of the commands stationed ia the city of 
New Orleans, have organized themselves into an association, 
with Capt. L. A. Toombs, of the 2d Infantry, as president, 
and Capt. Ora E. Stark, of the Louisiana Field Artillery, as 
secretary.

held late in the afternoon. ‘Three thousand people were pres- 
ent to witness the ceremonies. The Governor personally pre- 
sented the flags to Major William A. Perrins, commanding 
the Cavalry, and expressed his pleasure at being present 
with his old command and his delight at having the oppor- 
tunity to do the honors. Major Perrins replied briefly. 

Because the management of the dancing pavilion at Avalon, 
Santa Catalina Island, Cal., refused the men of the California 
naval reserves aboard the U.S.S. Alert entrance to the dance 
hall, the officers of the Alert canceled all.their arrangements 
for maneuvers at Catalina, and returned to San Diego, ar- 
riving July 5.

Capt. Henry B. Carter, Co. A, of Waterbury, Ct., in speaking 
of recent experiences at the Pine Camp maneuvers, is quoted 
in part as follows: ‘‘We can’t have any more grumblers, and 
the armories hereafter won’t simply be places for loafers to 
hang out. Nursing bottles will be tabooed. In reference to 
the sickness in the camp I want to say that not a single mem- 
ber of Co. G or Co. A was in the hospital, and that there were 
only two out of the whole regiment who were in there. There 
were a few cases of stone blisters, but I think most of the 
complaining came from men with cold feet rather than those 
with sore feet. The report concerning the rottenness of the 
food is a lie. The meat was of the best. Of course it was 
blowing pretty much all the time and meat mixed with sand 
is not very palatable. The complaints, as might have been ex- 
pected, came from men who didn’t have half as good at home. 
Those who lived on the best the market afforded at home had 
no complaints to make. The work was hard to men unused 
to it, but if the men only took advantage of their periods of 
rest there was no reason in the world why they should have 
been exhausted. Of course the habitual skulkers and shirkers 
who used to get by by subterfuge at Niantic were made to 
work and they immediately took steps to make people believe 
that they were killed. The militia is now a part of the stand- 
ing Army of the United States, and we don’t want any yel- 
low hearts, and we're going to weed them out.’’ 

Battery A, Mass. V.M., arrived at Sandwich, Mass., July 
18 for an eight-day tour of duty at Peter’s Pond, four 
miles from Sandwich.

Adjutant Gen. J. W. F. Hughes, of Kansas, anneunces that 
the entire National Guard of the state of Kansas, including 
general staff corps, will be mobilized in annual camp of in- 
struction at joint maneuvers to be held at Fort Riley, all 
troops arriving in camp on Monday, Aug. 10, and breaking 
camp on Wednesday, Aug. 19, 1908. All members of the 
Guard expecting mail must have the same sent in care of the 
Kansas National Guard, giving company and regiment, Fort 
Riley, Kas. The words ‘‘Joint Maneuver and Camp of In- 
struction’’ are not necessary on mail. Owing to accidents 
which have happened, no soldier will be permitted outside of 
the coaches while en route to and from camp, without per- 
mission of company commanders. Any company attending 
camp with less than the minimum number (forty-four) of en- 
listed men, lays itself liable to be mustered out of the service 
on the return from camp.

As to what some organizations of the Indiana National 
Guard have to contend with will be seen by the following 
extract from an official report of an officer of the Army on 
@ recent annual inspection. ‘‘Company E, Franklin, Capt. 
W. H. Unversaw. Clothing fits the men abominably; doubt- 
less more the fault of the clothing than of the men. Men 
are of farmer and clerk class, but not very robust looking. 
Officers seemed interested in the work, but difficulties are 
serious. Armory, a room 15x30 feet, badly lighted. No arm 
racks or other proper place to keep rifles. Storerooms en- 
tirely inadequate. Drill in the winter would seem out of the 
question, except for one squad at a time. Prescribed drills 
have been held—that is, meetings of the company were held, 
to comply with Sec. 18, Act of Jan. 21, 1903. Physical ex- 
amination of recruits is made as prescribed by Circular, War 
Dept., Feb. 8, 1904, but the surgeon has orders to pass B hc, 
men, though they are not quite up to the standard. ‘arget 
practice to 600 yards is held near the village, but it -would 
not seem that as much encouragement was given the organiza- 
tion as it needs, to carry on practice on range. Some gallery 
practice held under poor conditions. The chief need of the 
company is a place where it can be drilled and some real in- 
ducements to shoot. They ought to take better care of their rifles. 
The uniforms, as issued them, axcite no pride in the men or 
the townsfolk.’’ 

The annual camp of instruction of the militia of Delaware, 
to be held at Rehoboth, July 25 to Aug. 1, 1908, will be 
designated as Camp Hall, in memory of Colonel David Hall, of 
the Delaware Regiment, Revolutionary War, later Governor of 
Delaware. The following rations will be issued in accordance 
with the U.S. Army ration tables: Fresh beef; bacon; fresh 
fish; soft bread; beans; rice; potatoes; onions; canned to 
matoes; coffee; sugar; vinegar; salt; pepper; soap; candles; 
lard; butter; milk and eggs. Officers will be allowed to pur- 
chase commissary stores from the regimental commissary at 
cost. The ist Regiment will be mustered immediately after 
reveille on the morning of July 31, 1908. The enlisted 
strength of each company will be limited to forty-five. 
will be allowed for seven days. This tour of duty, with 
the exception of the usual ceremonies, will be devoted to 
extended order drills and practice marches. The field officers, 
with Lieut. Col. H. G. os U.S.A., on duty with the 
militia, met at the armory, at ilmington, July 6, for the 
purpose of arranging a schedule of each day’s_ exercises.

Former Lieut. (J.G.) Andrew E. Kalbach, U.S.N., a graduate 
of the Naval Academy class of 1896, and who resigned from 
the Navy Feb. 24, 1903, has been elected commander of the 
1st Naval Battalion of New York, vice Franklin, resigned. He 
had previously served for a short time as a lieutenant in the 
battalion and resigned some time since. 

Capt. William A. Bryant, commanding the 1st Troop of New 
Jersey National Guard, has received a copy of a report on the 
work of the squadron at Pine Camp, made by Ool. J. L. 
Chamberlain, 1.G., in which the latter says: ‘‘I have the honor 
to report that during the tour of duty in camp the Essex 
Troop, National Guard of New Jersey, in discipline, military 
courtesy and soldierly bearing, acquitted itself in a very 
creditable manner. In the performance of: duty, zeal and 
intelligence, they were conspicuous, and it cannot be doubted 
that the entire personnel, both commissioned and enlisted, de- 
rived much benefit therefrom.’’ 

Capt. Joseph Rankin, Quartermaster Department, of the 
Texas National Guard, in speaking of the joint camp of the 
Texans with Regular troops at Camp Leon Springs, said: 
‘*Everything was fine, excepting when the wells refused to 
give up water, and then we were inconvenienced somewhat. 
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The food was good and healthful and there was practically no 
sickness among the Texas troops. 1 think the mancuvers 
were a grand success and accomplished much good among 
the State troops. The camp was a good one, and the site 
an ideal one. The only possible thing any one could complain 
of is the present water supply. There are nine wells, and 
ordinarily they give a bountiful supply, but they all refused 
to work on one occasion and there were no bathing facilities 
for the time being. When the wells are perfected Leon 
Springs will indeed be an ideal camping ground. Wken com- 
pared with previous encampments the Leon Springs experience 
is by far the most pleasant to recall. I think such training 
very beneficial to officers and men, and I think the Texas 
National Guard as a body is in better condition to-day than 
it has been for a long time.’’ A number of other officers have 
expressed themselves along the same lines as did Captain 
Rankin. 

The recent tour of duty of the Rhode Island National Guard 
in coast defense exercises, under the direction of Col. Walter 
Howe, Coast Art., U.S.A., commanding the District of Nar- 
ragansett Bay, was highly beneficial. The troops were dis- 
tributed between Forts Adams, Greble and Wetherill, and great 
improvement was shown generally when compared with the 
previous tour of duty. The men en route home did not act 
disorderly as they did in many cases in times past, such as dis- 
charging blank cartridges and other unmilitary behavior. 

Capt. John W. Elmes, of the 69th N.Y., who since camp has 
been laid up with appendicitis, under the care of Dr. Mc- 
Burney, is now able to be about again. First Lieut. John P. 
Everett, of Co. I, has been offered the captaincy of Co. D, 
vice Hughes, resigned. Lieutenant Everett is particularly well 
qualified for the duties of a company commandant, and Co. 
will make no mistake in electing him. A new company, to be 
known as M, is being organized by Lieut. W. B. Stacom up in 
the Bronx, and some eighty men have signed for membership. 
Lieut. Rhinelander Waldo, recently appointed on the staff of 
Colonel Duffy, has passed the examining board. 

Governor Comer, of Alabama, alarmed by the developments 
in the mine strike, on July 17 ordered three companies of 
militia under arms. 

Major Clarence W. Smith, inspector of small arms prac- 
tice and ordnance officer on the staff of General Eddy, 2d 
Brigade, N.G.N.Y., will be re-elected captain of the 5th Co. 
of the 13th Coast Artillery, N.G.N.Y., his old command, on 
the night of July 28, and will receive his third commission 
as a company commander, after twice sacrificing a position 
of higher rank, once as a field officer and now as a staff 
officer. Major Smith, who first joined the guard as a private 
in Co. G, 13th Regiment, was by far the most popular and 

ful ding officer his old company ever had, and 
he always had the interest of his men at heart. He has more 
time now than formerly to devote to the duties of a line 
officer and returns to the 13th accordingly.

In 1794 a resolution was passed by the General Assembly, 
that the treasurer of the Western Shor2 be authcrized and re- 
quired to pay to the Adjutant General of this State, for the time 
being, the sum of 200 pounds current money, in quarterly pay- 
ments, provided the said Adjutant General reside or keep an 
office at the seat of government. In 1797 the annual salary 
of the office was ‘‘five hundred and thirty-three dollars and 
one-third of a dollar;’’ six hundred dollars in 1799, and was 
later ‘‘fixed and established’’ by law, at five hundred dollars 
annually, to be paid in quarter yearly payments. By subse- 
quent enactments, the amount was increased at various times 
until the present salary was attained and established. _ The 
Adjutant General of Maryland was given the relative military 
rank of ‘‘Colonel of Artillery in the line,’’ by Laws of Mary- 
land, 1834; the relative rank of ‘‘Brigadier General’’ by 
Laws of 1864; and, finally, the present rank of ‘‘Major Gen- 
eral’’ by Laws of 1867.

INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY DRILL 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1908, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

INQUIRER.—Par. 489. The major and his staff take the 
position of carry saber on approach of inspector. 

SLOCUM asks: The correct way to come to a halt while 
marching, and while marking time; also the number of counts 
for each. Par. No. 44, Drill Regulations, calls for a count 
of five when coming to a halt while marching. Is it the same 
when coming to a halt from marking time? Answer: To ar- 
rest the march in quick or double time, read Par. 44 and the 
tenth general rule of Par. 54, I.D.R. Par. 44 calls for a 
count of two. Siould the piece be at right shoulder the count 
of five would become necessary. Halt from mark time is exe- 
cuted in one motion, the General Staff having decided that in 
marking time the command ‘‘Halt’’ being given as either 
foot strikes the ground, the halt is properly completed (in 
one motion) upon planting the other foot alongside it. Ac- 
cordingly with the piece at right shoulder, the halt from mark 
time would be executed in four motions or counts. 

GEORGIA writes: (1) When marching at the right or 
left oblique and the command ‘‘Halt’’ is given, do the men 
face to the front before bringing up the foot in rear, or after? 
(2) Being in line at a halt,sform line of platoons in column 
of squads. Give command. (3)*In taking up an extended 
formation, when do the squads load and lock pieces? Answer: 
(1) The men should face to the front, bringing up the foot in 
rear at the same instant. (2) Squads right (left), March, 
Full step, Platoons column right (left), March. (3) Pieces 
should be loaded and locked before the first command for ex- 
tended formation. See Par, 22, I.D.R. 


MANILA asks: In regard to Par. 49, Manual of Bayonet 
Exercise. (1) Is the piece brought to the vertical position in 
the hollow of the right shoulder while executing the left volt, 
or is the left volt executed before the piece is brought to the 
vertical position. (2) Please inform me the number of counts 
in executing left volt. Answer: (1) The piece is not brought 
to the hollow of the right shoulder while executing the left 
volt, the volt is executed first. (2) No counts are prescribed. 

F. H. A. writes: Whether in regi tal inspecti the 
majors of the battalions following the first battalion, com- 
mand ‘‘Rest’’ after the inspection of their field and staff the 
same as is done in a battalion inspected by itself. Answer: 
Yes; see Sec. 6, of Par. 494, I.D.R. 

ROCK ISLAND asks: The company being in Jine at the 
erder, the command is given, ‘‘Right step, March.’’ Does 
the company come to the right shoulder at command ‘‘March,’’ 
or does it come to trail arms. No preparatory command at 
trail having been given. Answer: The company executes 
right shoulder at the command ‘‘March.’’ See ninth general 
rule of Par. 54, I.D.R. 


C. H. asks: (1) Will you kindly explain in detail how the 
new model gun slings are adjusted to the new Springfield 
rifles? (2) Give positions for fixing and unfixing the new 
model bayonet on the new Springfield. (3) When the ‘‘Star 
Spangled Banner’’ is played on a formal occasion, what. is 
the prescribed salute for men not in ranks? Answer: (1) 
The sling is made of four parts, the long strap, the short strap 
and two keepers. To assemble it, the plain end of the long 
strap is passed through the larger keeper, then through the 
metal loop of the short strap, passing from the undressed to 
the dressed side of the latter, then back through the larger 
keeper, forming the arm-loop, dressed side out. The same 
end is then passed through the smaller keeper, through the 
lower band sling swivel called the upper. sling swivel, from 
the butt toward the muzzle, and baek through the smaller 
keeper, the arm-loop being completed by engaging the claw 
of the long strap in the proper holes in the other end of same. 
The size of the arm-loop is adjusted to suit the individual 
who is to fire the piece, the loop being drawn through the 
upper swivel until the claw comes well up toward the upper 
swivel. The claw end of the short strap is then passed 
through the lower swivel from muzzle to butt and brought 
up, and engaged in the proper holes in the long strap, drawing 
the sling taut. This gives the parade yosition of the sling. 
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To adjust it for firing or carrying, the claw of the short strap 
is disengaged and re-engaged in the proper holes of the short 
strap, no change being necessary in the adjustment of the 
arm-loop. (2) Pars. 69 and 74, I.D.R., were amended in 
G.O. No. 98, W.D., 1907, to read as follows: ‘‘69. Being 
at order arms: 1, Fix; 2, Bayonet. Execute parade rest; 
grasp the handle of the bayonet with the right hand, back of 
the hand toward the body. Draw the bayonet from the scab- 
bard and fix it on the barrel, glancing at the muzzle; resume 
the order, drop the left hand by the side. 74. Being at order 
arms: 1. Unfix; 2. Bayonet. Take the position of parade 
rest; grasp the handle of the bayonet firmly with the right 
hand, pressing the spring with the forefinger of the right 
hand, raise the bayonet until the handle is about twelve inches 
above the muzzle of the piece, drop the point to the left, back 
of the hand toward the body, and glancing at the scabbard 
return the bayonet, the blade passing between the left arm 
and body; regrasp the piece with the right hand and resume 
the order. If marching, the bayonet is fixed or unfixed in the 
most expeditious and convenient manner and the piece re- 
turned to the original position. (3) On a formal occasion, 
stand at attention until the last note has been played. If 
the flag is lowered while the tune is being played, face to- 
ward it, stand at attention and render the prescribed salute 
(Par. 37), at the last note of the music.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Field Marshal Lord Roberts, addressing the United 
Services College at Windsor recently, said that every 
able-bodied man should undergo a certaii amount of 
military training, and it was desirable that this should 
be begun early in life. Without discipline, men could 
rot hope to get on in the world. Discipline was the 
foundation of character, and however clever or well edu- 
cated a man may be, if he was lacking character, he 
would never be successful himself, nor win the respect 
and confidence of those with whom he is associated. 
By character he meant truthfulness, honesty, purity, and 
cleanliness in mind as well as of body; obedience and 
respectfulness to all in authority; kind, courteous, and 
considerate behavior to every one with whom they may 
come in contact. Military training fits men to be leaders 
of men, through its inculeation of self-control, self-reli- 
ance, fortitude and determination, and, above all, moral 
courage and readiness to face responsibility. 

Victualling for live stock in the British navy will soon 
be a thing of the past. The pigeon service has been su- 
perseded by the wireless telegraph, and it is reported that 
the Admiralty have decided to abandon the use of white 
mice in submarines. Mice were “recruited” into the sub- 
marine service about five years ago, when an explosion 
of gasoline occurred at Queenstown on one of the boats 
of the “A” class. It is considered that their sense of 
smell is such that they exhibit uneasiness when there is 
an escape of gas by squeaking, before it would be noticed 
by a man. A mechanical device, it is understood, is now 
being placed in submarines which gives warning of the 
least escape from the petrol tanks or tubes. 

The Dreadnought is said to take nearer thirty feet of 
water than the twenty-seven with which she is credited, 
and the matter is considered a serious one for the Ad- 
miralty, as the battleship’s draft is so near the limit of 
the present drydocks. 

There was recently launched at Genoa the Italian 
cruiser Amalfi, which is considered the’ most powerful 
cruiser of the Italian navy. Its length is 150 meters, 
and it will be armed with thirty-two guns, six of which 
will be 254 millimeters and twelve 190 millimeters. 

Much dissatisfaction is expressed by the British serv- 
ice papers with the slow progress made with the building 
of. the new Dreadnoughts. The building period, which 
was set down by the Admiralty at two years, approaches 
nearer three years. 'The three “Invincibles” were voted 
in March, 1905, and are not yet at sea, and the three 
“Bellerophons” voted in March, 1906, will not be in sery- 
ice before March, 1909, if then. 

The orders for the twelve new German destroyers of 
the 1907-8 program were recently given out. As at 
present arranged they are to be of tons displace- 
ment and about 13,000 horse-power. A speed of thirty 
knots is to be guaranteed, but more is hoped for in view 
of the performance of G 137. All will be turbine-driven 
—four by Parsons turbines, four by Melms and Pfen- 
niger, three by Curtis, and one by Zoelly turbines. 

A commission is now engaged in studying the designs 
ef the new vessels for the Swedish navy. The larger 
ships to be recommended will be of about 7,600 tons and 
twenty-one knots, while the destroyers will be thirty- 
knotters of “ocean-going” proportions. Some small tor- 
pedoboats are also projected. 

Pending new construction, Chile is busily refitting 
several of her warships. The Captain Prat, built in the 
early nineties at La Seyne, is being fitted with Babcock 
and Wilcox boilers, while the armament of several of 
the later vessels is being brought up to date. 

According to the Electrician, the committee appointed 
in connection with rebuilding of the Russian navy has 
decided to utilize the public contributions which have 
been subscribed for the purpose of rebuilding the war- 
ships in establishing wireless telegraph stations at eigh- 
teen points on the Baltic coast line. Orders, it is said, 
have already been given for the equipments. 

On July 10 a British flotilla of seventeen submarines 
cruised 390 miles under war conditions, each carrying 
a crew of sixteen officers and men and remaining under 
water for forty hours, the conning towers alone showing 
above water as the flotilla traveled along the east coast 
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of Great Britain. The flotilla in question belongs to 
the B and © classes, with a displacement, submerged, 
of 318 tons, and they are fitted with two torpedo tubes. A 
great degree of habitability has been obtained in these 
craft which cruise on the surface with gasoline engines, 
and, as this performance indicates, have an average 
speed of ten knots for a very long period, in an awash 
condition. When completely submerged they are pro- 
pelled by electrical energy at a speed of about eight 
knots. The cruise is considered a demonstration of the 
mechanical efficiency in the British development of the 
original Holland design. 

Nelson’s battleship, the Victory, is being overhauled 
at Portsmouth, and an effort is being made, by refer- 
ence to colored prints and models of ships of her period, 
to restore the vessel to her original appearance as to 
paint and decoration. 

The new British Dreadnoughts are to be fitted with 
13.5-inch guns instead of 12-inch. As an inch on the 
size of the bore of a large gun makes an enormous dif- 
ference in the weight of the projectile, it is estimated 
that the 13.5 shot will be fully 400 pounds heavier than 
the present projectile of the 12-inch weapon. 

A junior Jieutenant was thus interrogated, says the 
United Service Gazette: “What would you do with your 
division if you were attacked by the enemy’s infantry on 
both sides—that is to say, on the right and left wing— 
with a body of cavalry rushing at you from the front 
and a brigade of artillery drawn up in your rear?” The 
bewildered subaltern pondered over this poser for a few 
seconds and then his countenance seemed suddenly il- 
lumined with a brilliant idea. “Sir,’ he replied, “I 
would command as follows: Battalion, halt! Ground 
arms! Stand at ease! Hats off for prayers!” 


Colonel Septans, writing in the France Militaire, takes 
a serious view of the situation in French Indo-China. 
A letter which he had received from Tonkin, written 
before the recent rising, said it was sad to think that 
a magnificent colony, which had cost France so much 
blood and so many millions, might yet one day pass to 
the Japanese. The renewed activity of the Chinese re- 
formists proves that the corps of occupation is too weak 
to protect the borders, to defend the naval bases, or to 
maintain order in the interior. The Chinese provinces 
of Kwang-Tong, Kwang-Si, and Yunnan, which have 
been in a state of anarchy for more than a century, feed 
the disaffection and recruit the pirate bands. Assassi- 
nation and pillage have demonstrated the boldness of the 
rebels and invaders, and in the midst of a general ferment 
in the Far East the moment was ill-chosen to bring home 
2,000 European troops. 

New Zealand proposes to increase the new Dominion’s 
annual naval subsidy from £40,000 to £100,000. The 
Colonies at present contribute the following sums an- 
nually for the support of the British navy: Australia, 
£200,000; New Zealand, £40,000; Cape Colony, £50,- 
000; Natal, £35,000; Newfoundland, £3,000, and India, 
100,000. 
_ The “Gladiator,” of the British navy, recently sunk 
in collision with the St. Paul, has been dismantled and 
stripped. All holes are being stopped to render the ves- 
sel watertight, and efforts will shortly be made to lift her. 


A special firing arrangement, details of which have 
not been given out, has been fitted on the armored cruiser 
Good Hope, of the British First Cruiser Squadron, for 
use in the practice of the Channel Fleet. If successful, 
it is confidently expected that the new system will en- 
tirely revolutionize naval gunnery. 

The British destroyer Ranger arrived at Chatham on 
July 3 with a hole in her starboard side, where she had 
been struck by the torpedoboat destroyer Haughty, while 
enveloped in a fog in the North Sea. The Haughty had 
her bow slightly twisted, but suffered no other injury. 
Both the vessels belong to the Nore mobilized flotilla. 
The Ranger has been docked at Chatham for repairs. 

The Ross rifle, with which the Canadian militia are 
now being supplied, is highly approved by expert marks- 
men, although the weapon as originally issued was re- 
fused by the government on account of serious defects. 
These having been overcome, says the Hamilton Times, 
“when the latest Ross rifle is in general use, and the 
military have become at home with it, they will probably 
acknowledge its superiority over the Lee-Enfield. The 
Lee-Enfield belongs to the lever or rotary motion class 
of rifles. There are four motions in loading and firing 
it. The Ross has only two. The rifleman has simply 
to pull back the bolt and press it forward. Consequent- 
ly, there is a great gain in rapidity. One hundred and 
fifty shots can be fired from the Ross while a hundred 
are being discharged from the Lee-Enfield. The Ross 
would be especially serviceable in cases of night attack, 
when a rapid fire at close quarters is most effective. On 
such an occasion the Ross would possibly be a chief 
factor in deciding the fate of the encounter.” 


The German General Staff has issued a bulletin show- 
ing the probable cost of a modern European war. Ger- 
many, General Blume affirms, would be able to put 
4,750,000 troops in the field. A war fought against an- 
other European Power would cost Germany $1,500,- 

,000 per annum as long as it lasted. The indirect loss 
through financial depression and the paralysis of indus- 
try would be far greater. If three, four or more Euro- 
pean Powers were involved, as would be likely in view 
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of existing alliances, the drain on the resources of Europe 
would be appalling. Incidentally General Blume ex- 
presses the opinion that the loss of life would be heavier 
than in the recent Russo-Japanese War, when 20 per 
cent. of the Japanese armies in the field were killed or 
wounded. Reckoning in the same proportion, a European 
Power would lose approximately 900,000 killed and 


wounded during the same length of time, and General 


Blume believes the proportion would be much higher. 


Utilizing the experience gained in the late war, Japan, 
it is reported, will re-arm all her battleships, doubling 
their fighting efficiency, and adding to the navy two crui- 
sers of the Indomitable class, which are virtually battle- 
ships. These latter will have a displacement of 18,655 
tons, with a horsepower of 44,000, and speed of 25 knots. 
They will be 450 feet long over all, with a beam of 80 
feet and a draught of 26 feet. Their armor will be seven 
inches thick, and their armament will consist of ten 
12-inch guns, some of G6-inch and ten 4.7-inch guns. In 
the matter of the rearmament of existing ships, it is de- 
cided that warships of the Mikasa type, which have here- 
tofore carried four 12-inch guns and a secondary arma- 
ment of fourteen 6-inch guns will hereafter instead of 
the lighter secondary armament mount four 10-inch guns 
in addition to the four 12-inch guns, so that their prin- 
cipal armament will be brought up to eight pieces of 
heavy caliber. Similar changes will occur on vessels 
of the Retvizan class, the battleships taken by Japan 
from Russia during the war. Their new armament will 
consist of four 12-inch guns and four 10-inch guns, the 
latter being substituted for the twelve 6-inch guns these 
vessels previously carried. 

According to the Moniteur de la Flotte, the theory of 
the forthcoming maneuvers of the French Mediterranean 
Squadron is that diplomatic relations are strained be- 
tween two nations, A and B. The A party does not be- 
lieve, however, that there is any immediate danger of a 
rupture, and, trusting to the distance at which B’s navy 





is stationed, has not concentrated its forces. The A fleet 
will comprise six ships, of which four will be stationed 
at Salins d’Hyeres and at Portovecchio, while the B 
fleet will muster the same number of vessels, the position 
of which is not indicated. The maneuvers will begin at 
noon on a day yet to be fixed, and will end at eight 
o’clock on the evening of the following day. It is pointed 
out that this scheme involves two novel features—first, 
that there is no precise object of the maneuvers, each 
side using all its resources for the destruction of the 
other; and, second, that there are no rules, each making 
full use of the means at its disposal. ; 


The three new German battleships of the improved 
Deutschland class, the Pommern, the Hanover, and the 
Schlesien, have successfully completed their trials, and 
have recorded a speed respectively of 19.21 knots, 19.16 
knots, and 19.2 knots, as against a contract speed of 18 
knots. Similar results are expected in the case of the 
Schleswig-Holstein, which is preparing for her trials. 
The contract for the construction of the new large Getr- 
man battleship which is to take the place of the~Beo- 
wulf has been assigned, leaving only “G” of this year’s 
program yet to be placed. 

The Westphalen, Germany’s second Dreadnought, has 
just been launched. In 1911 Germany will have eight 
wine of this type, compared with eleven in the British 
navy. 

The Kaiser has issued a decree placing naval engineer 
officers on an equality with other officers in the German 
navy. As a sign of their rank, the engineer officers will 
henceforth wear similar swords to those worn by the 
officers of other branches of the service. 


A satisfactory feature of the British naval maneuvers 
commented upon by the Hampshire Telegraph is the en- 
tire absence of “lame ducks,” all vessels being in perfect 
trim, and with a full complement of men. It is also 
noted that crews will be ready for all the armored ships 
now approaching completion, and that if the older battle- 
ships now in reserve were called out into active service 


there are sufficient reserves available to immediately 
man them. 


_In the British House of Commons on July 7 the Na- 
tional Military Training Bill was severely “sat upon.” 
The object of the bill was to amend the Territorial and 
Reserve Forces Act, 1907, and to authorize national mili- 
tary training in the Territorial force. It was based on 
ihe Swiss model, and provided that after 1909 every 
male person who is a British subject shall, subject to 
certain specific exemptions, be liable to military train- 
ing. The liability for training would commence at the 
age of 18 years, and continue until the man attained his 
thirtieth birthday. During his first year of service the 
recruit would not be liable for more than 48 days’ train- 
ing. The liability after was proposed as follows: Sec- 
ond year, 30 days, followed by 14 days’ training every 
alternate year until the attainment of the age limit. The 
bill also proposed that a military tax should be imposed 
om aliens and undesirables in the form of an income tax 
of one per cent. on incomes over £40 per annum. The 

..Hampshire Telegraph thinks that more will be heard of 
the bill in the near future, and probably when the time 
arrives many who are at present against it will be glad 
of the opportunity to support it. 


A combined Parliamentary and expert committee has 
been engaged for the last six years in the reorganization 
of the national defenses of Denmark and will shortly 
issue its report. As a result of the committee’s investi- 
gations it is expected that general liability to military 
service will be re-introduced. An extensive plan for 
the fortification of Copenhagen against attacks from land 
as well as from sea has been formulated. 

The old Japanese cruisers Naniwa and Takachiho, 
which some years ago had their fighting tops lowered, are 
now altogether without these appointments. Specially 
high main masts have been fitted for wireless. “Flying 
topmasts,” or top-gallants are being generally fitted in 
the Japanese fleet for wireless, as in ours. 

According to the Russkii Invalid, all Russian infantry 
and rifle regiments are to be provided with machine-gun 
detachments of two guns in peace and four guns in war. 
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A recent order has laid down that there wiil be two offi- 
cers to each detachment, who will be mounted on gov- 
ernment horses. This order also shows that at the end 
of last year the Russian infantry had 288 machine-gun 
detachments. 

According to the Fleet, one of the most unpopular 
“reforms” ever introduced by the British Admiralty is 
the supplying of ready-made clothes to the enlisted men. 

The Spanish Naval Budget for 1908-9 proposes an ex- 
penditure of £2,076,480 for the year. This total com- 
prises the outlay contemplated upon new ships, the re- 
construction of arsenals, and the completion of the crui- 
ser Reina Regenta. 

Schiffbau, Berlin, states that China will use the por- 
tion of the Boxer indemnity fund returned to her by the 
United States in the upbuilding of the Chinese navy, 
and that representatives of English dockyards are “hot 
on the trail.” In the light of China’s reeent interest in 
modern military development, this report seems quite 
plausible. 

The French torpedoboat destroyer Etendard recently 
made 32.5 knots in a preliminary trial, but broke a pump 
in the effort. 

Le Yacht criticizes the French armored cruiser Jules 
Michelet on account of its high upper works, a deficiency 
of armor and its low speed. 

Among troubles on trial runs of French vessels the 
following are noted: Sabretache, having attained 30 
knots, broke an air pump; torpedoboat 339, cylinder head 
loose; armored cruiser Ernest Renan gave up her 24- 
hour endurance trial with 120 revolutions and 18,200 
horsepower on account of a hot eccentric in the middle 
machine. 

The new Russian armored cruiser of the Bajan type, 
the Admiral Makaroff, built in France, has made on her 
trial run 22.55 knots, with 127 revolutions at 18,900 
ih.p., forced, instead of 21 knots with 130 revolutions 
at 16,500 ih.p. as per contract. The six-hour fuel test 
at 71 revolutions showed 14 knots, using 0.510 kg. coal 
per i.h.p., where the contract allowed 0.668. The 24- 
hour endurance run showed 21.82 knots, 118.8 revolu- 
tions, 15,800 i.h.p., and 0.88 kg. coal per i.h.p. 

The Russian torpedoboat destroyers Rastoropovny and 
Dorloiny have attained with 350 tons displacement and 
6,000 h.p. 27 knots, the same speed as that attained by 
the two 3G60-ton destroyers Storojevoy and Djajatelny.
